There was an intellectual feast at the 
Fort street Methodist Episcopal church 
this week.

Monday night Rev. J. W. BE, Bowen, 
D.D., made an able speech on the subject 
“Why I am a Methodist.’ Tuesday night 
Rev. E. J. Fisher, D.D., delivered an able 
discourse on ‘‘Why I am a Baptist ”" Wed- 
nesday night Rev. H, H. Proctor, D.D., in 
an earnest address gave good reasons why 
he is a Congregationalist, and Thursday 
night Rev. W. G. Alexander, D.D., closed 
the series of lectures by delivering one of 
the most interesting discourses on Ww hy I 
am an African Methodist Episcopalian. 

All who attended these lectures ‘were 
benefited. This is an age of investigation 
and we who live in this age must investi- 
gate in order to know why we believe, 
what we do believe and in order to be- 
lieve what we know.

Nordica’s appearance at Memphis last 


week is thus described by The Sun: 
“Then came Nordica. A vison of regal 
loveliness, clad in some sort of a clinging 
green gown, which fell from her superb 
ivory white shoulders as graceful as Span- 
ish moss from the green boughs of a live 
oak.

Her encore 
was a happy thought as she selected the 
beautiful lullaby of Luckshone and sang 
it throughout, almost in a whisper, and 
no one in the audience lost one of the ex- 
quisite notes. When she finished the selfish 
audience would not stop, but continued its 
applause until she good naturedly sang the 
“Spring Song.’’ Mme Nordica is superb. 
There have probably been soprano voices 
heard here that may have equaled hers in 
power and cultivation, but none have ex- 
celled her in her magnetic charm of man- 
ner and dramatic effect. She captivated 
her audiene not only with her wonderful 
voice, but with her charming personality. 
Her number closed the first half of the 


programme. 
“During the intermission an old gentle- 
man in the audience sent a request that 
she should sing ‘Suwanee Ribber.’ She 
graciously promised to do so and did. 
“When the prelude was being played the 
audience started to go wild, but fearful. of 
losing any of the song stopped, and the 
sweet woman before them ane the song in 
a way that made a dry eye hard te find 
in the house. As the singer’s beautiful voice 
sent the simple notes of the old sone tip- 
toeing through the house many faces, hard- 
ened with the battle of the world, so- 
ciety, vice, grew soft with retrospections 
of childhood, and visions of old farm 
houses, boyhood days and first sweethearts 
thronged the perfumed atmosphere of the 
house until it fairly seemed hauntéd with 
the ghosts of ‘the dear, dear days, so long, 
long past recalled,’ and it required a saucy 
ballad, replete with impudence and in- 
difference, ‘Love May Go Hang,’ to restore 
the audience to its normal condition. This 
was so charming that the generous singer 
had to sing another selection before the 
musical cormorants would let her retire.”

INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL 
Memorial Services ‘Weee Deceased 
Members Will Come LZarly. 


WILL . ADJOURN IN RESPECT TO CRISP 


There Will Be No Financial Legisla- 
tion and the Tariff Bill Will 


Not Be Touched. 


Washington, November 20.—(Spectal Cor- 
respondence.)—When congress meets again, 
on the 7th of December, ft will have much 
important business before it. How much of 


that business it will be able to dispose of, | 


the most experienced member could not 
say; but there are always odds in favor 
of the proposition that nothing but the 
appropriation bills and insignificant general 
or special measures will be passed at the 
short session of congress. It is pretty cer- 
tain that no legislation which has many 
bitter enemies will be enacted, and for two 
reasons. In the first place, it is always 
possible to filibuster against an objection- 
able bill in the senate right up to the hour 
of adjournment. In the second place, an 
objectiohable measure is easily antagonized 
in the short session by the chairman of the 
committee having an appropriation bill in 
charge. Some years ago the late Samuel 
J. Randall said plainly on the floor of the 
house that he had used the appropriation 
bills to prevent the consideration of ob- 
jectionable measures—that he had held 
them back for that purpose. 

The appropriation bills are likely to con- 
sume a great deal of time, and so naturally 
to crowd out other measures, It has hap- 
pened twice that appropriation bills were 
contested so bitterly in the house or senate 
that they failed. and the president had to 
call the new congress in special session to 
pass them. At the last session there was a. 
prolonged and hitter fight over the Indian 
and District. of Columbia appropriation 
bills growing out of religious feeling. The 
question raised was the wisdom of giving 
into the hands of sectarian boards of mis- 
sions or control the supervision of the ex- 
penditure of money for educational pur- 
poses. The same question is likely to be 
fought out again at the coming session. 

In addition to these measures for the 
crowding out of all but the most vital busi- 
ness, is the fact that there will be a dis- 
position on the part of members of both 
houses to talk about the election a great 
deal, and in connection with it to discuss 
the financial policy of the government, The 
issues of the election were not disposed of 
with the vote of Novermber 3d. The de- 
cision at the polls has left as many bitter 
partisans in congress as before. They will 
want to “sass’’ each. other a little now 
and then, and several days will be given 
up to political debate—weeks possibly. 
Then there are days to be devoted to mem- 
orial exercises over deceased members. The 
house on the day it assembles will probably 
adjourn immediately out of respect to the 
memory of ex-Speaker Crisp: Later a day 
will be devoted to eulogies on him. These 


] eulogies will-come from some of the most 


distinguished members cf the house on 
both sides, but it is not likely Speaker Reed 
will be heard at any length. The gentle- 
man from Maine felt very..keenly the snub 
Speaker Crisp administered to him one day 
in the last congress. 

As to Financial Legislation. 

Of course there is no likelihood of any 
financial legislation, though it is possible 
some relief measure will be passed. That 
was not the disposition of the senate at its 
Inet session, but the election then was be- 
fore and not behind the senators, The 
tariff bill which passed the house is virtual- 
ly dead, in spite of the efforts being made 
to revive it. The senate substituted a free 
silver measure for it, but the silver senators 
now say they would not antagonize it in 
the short session. In the house, howéver, 
there are many republicans who, with the 
assurance of an extra session of congress 
in March and the possibilit‘es of passing 
complete tariff measure on republican lines, 
will refuse to vote for the Dingley bill if 
it ever gets past the senate in an amended 
form. A bill to make alcohol used in the 
arts free of duty, passed at the last session, 
and under its provisions one of the pieces 
of business to be disposed of 
this winter is an investigation 
by a commission which is to 
recommend legisfation by which free alco- 
hoi can be had under stateguards sufficient 
tg protect the government. 

One of the first things to be taken up in 
congress is the Venezuela question, and 
one which will equal, if not surpass it In 
interest, is the Cuban question. It was with 
great difficulty that the friends of the ad- 
ministration at the last session prevented 
the passage of a radical resolution to recog- 
nize the Cubans as insurgents. There has 
been so much rumor afloat recently regard- 
ing the plans of the administration in deal- 
ing with the Cuban question that a resolu. 
tion of inquiry will be passed in the 
early days of the session if the president 
does not deem it wise to clear up all doubt 
about the attitude of the administration in 
his annual message to congress. In the Ven- 
ezuelan matter there will be the treaty for 
erbitration between Great Britain and the 
United States, just agreed upon, to confirm. 

Senator Lodge has reported to the senate 
from the committee on immigration a bil! 
introduced in the house by Mr. McCall, of 
Massachusetts, intended to apply the edu- 
cational test to all immigrants. This bill 
is similar to the bill introduced in the 
senate at the beginning of the last session 
by Mr. Lodge. Mr. McCaill’s bill was amend- 
ed in the house on motion of Mr. Corliss 
so as to prevent day laborers from Canada 
competing with American workingmen in 
this country. It has been reported to the 
senate with slight changes, and Mr. Lodge 
will make an early effort to take it up for 
consideration so that it May get tnto con- 
ference. There is no serious objection to 
it, and it may pass. Other house bills which 
are on the senate calendar and which may 
become laws are the Phillips bill to estab- 
lish an industrial commission, the Pickler 
pension bill, the Curtis bill to lessen the 
number of capital crimes in the District of 
Columbia and the territories and the bank- 
ruptcy bill. The bankruptcy bill was report- 
ed to the senate by Mr. Teller with an 
amendment. It is not likely to pass. It is 
passed by one house wsually and killed 
in the other. One time it was passed by 
both and killed in conference.

ed officers in the army, a bill to prohibit th 

issuance of further interest-bearing bonds 
without the permission of congress. The 
last named measure was reported by the 
house committee adversely. Then there 
are bills to regulate canal traffic and to reg- 
ulate the use of naphtha launches and to 
protect the wages of seamen and the Dill 
which all the publishers of cheap books are 
afraid of, disturbing the classification of 
the books which are issued now as periodi- 
cals and mailed as fourth-class matter, and 
the bill to prevent ubscene and indescent lit- 
erature and articles being sent from one 
state or territory, and the bill to provide for 
the location and purchase of public lands 
for reservoir sites in connection with the 
proposed scheme of government irriga- 
tion and the bill to create an art commis- 
sion for the supervision of the purchase of 
statues, paintings, etc., for the government, 
and the extraordinary resolution to 
appoint a commission to inquire 
into the practicability of laying 
out near Washington an immense ground 
map of the United States, and many private 
and local bills relating to pensions and re- 
lief and the bridg‘ng of rivers and other 


things. 
Regarding New States. 

Then there are some matters of much 
moment still hanging in committees, any 
one of which may come out at a moment’s 
notice. 

And there are many important measures 
which have been reported to one or both 
houses and which have been taken up in 
neither. In this last class are the Dills to 
admit to statehood Arizona, New Mexico 
and Oklahoma, not one of which probably 
will pass either house: the bill to provide 
a territorial form of government for Alas- 
ka; the Pacific railroad funding bill, which 
was discussed so generally in Washington 
and, for that thatter, all over the country, 
last winter, which was debated in the sen- 
ate and gave rise to many small scandals, 
and which was not disposed of:before con- 
gress adjourned. 

Mr. Gear is in charge of the bill and he 
will make an effort to call it up, but proba- 
bly with very little result, for it has too 
many enemies to stand much chance -of 
going though one house, to say nothing of 
two. Then there is the bill to authorize 
the postmaster general to offer a limited 
indemnity for losses in the registered mail, 
not to exceed $10 in one case; the Nicara- 
gua canal bill; the bill to authorize the lay- 
ing of a cable across the Pacific, over which 
two companies fought bitterly in commit- 
tee; the plan to reorganize the form of 
government in the Indian territory, fathered 
by Representative Curtis and the Dawes 
commission; the bill to reorganize the reve- 
nue marine; the bill to increase the salaries 
¥ railway mail clerks; the bill to revive 
the grade of lieutenant general for General 
Miles, which Secretary Lamont opposed in 
a letter at the last session; the bill to re- 
organize the navy, which has been an un- 
settled question for more than a dozen 
years, and Lodge’s bill to reorganize the 
consular service. 

Important Seed Question. 

The seed qnestion will come up again. It 
will be remembered that Secretary Morton 
declined to send out seeds for congressmen 
until congress passed mandatory acts. and 
then he contrived to do a number of things 
which riled congressmen in connection with 
the seed distribution. Incidentally he was 
sued by a seed firm for not awarding it the 
contract, and another suit is pending to 
determine another phase of the controversy. 
The matter will come up in connection 
with the agricultural appropriation bill, 
and Secretary Morton may expect to be 
disappointed if he has any favorite meas- 
ures for the consideration of congress. Of 
course the question of making appropria- 
tion for coast defenses and for the increase 
of the navy will come up. .It is understood 
that Secretary Herbert will recommend 
substantial increases on the Hne of the 
past policy of the navy department, and as 
there is no political advantage t5 gain by 
economy, it is possible that congress will be 
more inclined to fall in with his liberal 
ideas than it was at the last session, though 
even then he had no reason to complain. 

Of course there will be resolutions by the 
friends of the recent democratic candidate, 
calling on the administration to explain 
the removal of federal officers who es- 
poused the free silver cause, and there will 
be much talk of offensive partisanship. 
There has been a threat that the silver sen- 
ators would get even with Mr. Cleveland 
by refusing to confirm his newly appointed 
secretary of the interior, Mr. Francis, but 
they are not thought to have much founda- 
tion in fact. Mr. Francis’s nomination will 
be the most important matter before the 
senate in executive session probably. A 
great many recess nominations to places in 
the consular service, etc., will come up for 
consideration and it is quite likely the nom- 
ination of some of the assistant district at- 
torneys named in place of the Bryanites re- 
moved by Mr. Harmon will be held up in- 
definitely. 

These are the chief questions for discus- 
sion and tion. They afford variety 
enough to interesting and material 
enough to fill to overflowing a session which 
will last three months, less three days and 
minus also whatever time the house and 
senate determine to devote to the Christ- 
mas holidays.

Adjutanmt General Kell, of Georgia, madé 
a@ very readable report to the governor last 
year. What he had to say in regard to 
the signal corps and the hospital and am- 
bulance corps is extremely sound and car- 
ries withit a weight of argument that can- 
not be refuted, and coming from the officer 
whose opinion must be unbiased and whose 
duty it is to superintend these matters, it 
must be accepted. 

In regard to these important branches 
of the service, the adjutant general had the 
following ,t? say: 

“A signal corps has heen organized in 
Atlanta and attached to the Fifth regiment 
of infantry; and while not well equipped, 
& @mall amount of signal equipments has 

purghased and issued to them for 

ag. signaling. 
ial property cannot be obtained from 
fie War department, and as the limited 
military appropriation by the state will not 
admit of its purchase, the signal corps for 
each regiment provided for in the acts of 

1893 could not be equipped, and consequent- 
ly have not been formed. 

“The formation and proper equipment 
of a hospital and ambulance corps is re- 
tarded by the same reason, though some 
progress has been made in this direction, 
and during the last encampment at Griffin 
the small number of this corps rendered 
valuable aid. The importance of a well in- 
structed and well equipped hospital corps 
as a part of the organization of the state 
forces cannot be overestimated. This mat- 
ter is given the greatest prominence in all 
armies of the present day, and also in the 
national guard of the most progressive 
States. All that is needed are funds for 
its equipment, laws for its organization 
and rules and regulations for its govern- 
ment and training are already tn existence. 

“It being impossible to properly provide 
for the present force out of the limited 
appropriations made by the general and 
state governments, I would suggest the pro- 
priety of organizing no more commands 
until those now in service are fully armed 
and equipped.” 

‘.The signal corps is a branch of the 
Fifth regiment that is attracting no little 


attention just at present. The corps is in 


the advance. The number of its members 
is intreasing, and all of them are studying 
the ‘tactics of signaling with marked sur- 
cess. The members feel that they are an 
immportant branch of the service, and are 

deavoring to so perfect themselves that 
n case of recessity they would haye the 
practica§ part of the signaling on their 


‘finger ends. 


A prominent military man, in speaking 
of the signal ecrps a few days ago, said: 

“I regard the signal corps as one of the 
most important branches of the Fifth reg- 
iment. In time of peace the corps is of 
Bervice only to show what they are capa- 
ble of doing in case an emergency should 
arise, but in time of war they are one of . 
the controlling factors in the fight.” 

This was demonstrated some time ago 
during the famous Brooklyn riot. The 
troops that were in Brooklyn could carry 
on & conversation with the headquarters 
in New York, and all of the orders were 
given and received in this way. By this 
means not only was time savcd, but the 
couriers were alsa saved the danger of 
carrying dispatches. The rioters tried to 
confuse the signalers by waving flags and 
lights, but their efforts were useless. They 
did not know the code, which was soon . 
discovered by the party whom they were 
trying to deceive, and no attention was 
paid to them. 

Here in Atlanta the signal corps is of 
special benefit, and the city is beautifully 
adapted for the signaling. In case a riot 
should break out the first thing the rioters 
would do if they were well organized, 
would be to cut all of the tlegraph and 
telephone wires, thus preventing communi- 
cation with different parts of the city. 

Now the signal corps could be put on 
top of such buildings as the Equitable, John 
Silvey’s, the Norcross and the capitol. Af- 
ter that had been done outposts could be 
established in the suburbs of the «ity on 
the tops of the hills with which we are sur- 
rounded, and the signaling could be done 
with little or no trouble, if the men were 
proficient in their art, and I have nu dcubt 
but what they are, if the reports wh:ch I 
hear count for anything. 

The whole city would then be under con- 
trol and every movement ihat the rioters 
made could be met with a force suffic‘ent 
to disperse them, and any depredaticns 
that were made in any part of the city 
could be made known at the headquerters 
and a force sent to the reliaf of the citi- 
gens. "This is cue branch o? the service 
that is all-important and it should not be 
allowed to become deficient in the code by 
which the signaling is done.

tax and believe it would be a good thing 
‘for wkeelmen in Atlanta if they would all 
consent to it and pay the tax as required by 
the ordinance. The fact that they pald a 
tax would give them recognition that they 
do not now have. The bicycle is used so 
universally that all persons haye learned 
to respect the rights of wheelmen and they 
are seldom interfered with on the foad. A 
tax is already paid on bicycles and it is 
claimed by the opposing wheelmen that a 
new tax could not be levied, because it 
would be a direct tax and therefore uncon- 
stitutional. 

Those who favor the tax argue that the 
money would be used for the repairing of 
the streets of the city and the amount from 
the tax, together with the money the city 
puts aside for the repairing of the streets, 
would make such a sum that in a few years 
the streets of Atlanta would be in as good 
condition as the streets of other cities. 

Said a prominent wheelman: “It would be 
@ great thing for the wheelmen of the city. 
The money would be used to repair the 
streets, and they are badly in need of it, 
We would be recognized as we could not be 
otherwise, and it would strengthen us in 
more ways than one. Of course, if all the 
wheelmen will not approve of the tax it 
cannot be levied.” 


There are any number of things that 
Atlanta wheelmen want done and they 
could possibly get these quicker by agree- 
ing to the tax than in ary other way. For 
instance, there’s Peachtree street with 
hundreds of people walking up and down 
the asphalt every day and greatly inter- 
fering with the wheelmen, besides endan- 
gering their lives. If the wheelmen paid a 
tux they could demand that these people 
be kept off the street and the officers on 
Peachtree would be ordered to keep the 
street clear. 

They could request that the railroad cros- 
sings be repaired and some attention would 


| be given to their wishes. And go with other 


things, among them the placing of a squad 
cf policemen mounted on wheels on Peach- 
tree in order to suppress the scorcher who 
holds sway over that pretty thorough- 
fare. 

The proposal of such a tax for Macon 
has been made and there is a likelihood 
that the tex will be levied. There is a 
proposition by which all wheels in Wash- 
ington city will be taxed $1 a year, the same 
tax that the Atlanta wheelmen are consid- 
ering. 

It has been proposed to levy a tax of 
$2 a year upon all bicycles in Chicago, but 
the wWheelmen of that city, it seems, are 
greatly opposed to it. Bearings of last 
week mentions the matter editorially and 
is greatly opposed to the tax. 

The editor argues that large and heavy 
vehicles are the ones which do the damage 
to the streets of the city and money for 
the purpose of repairing the streets should 
be obtained by taking them. It further 
argues that the taxation of bicycles with- 
out taxing other vehicles is an unjust dis- 
crimination against the bicycle. In clos- 
ing, the edigorial says: 

‘It necds no argument to show that the 
chief cost of the streets to a community is 
necessitated by the use of the larger ve- 
Ihicles; that the bicycle occupies Ittle 
space, does absolutely no damage to the 
surfacing, causes the accumulation of no 
dirt, is noiseless, and in every way is the 
source of less expense than the carriages 
and buggies, hacks, cabs, wagons and 
drays. “

Piedmont Cycle Club Redivivus. 

The Piedmont Cycle Club has come to 
stay, and gives promise of being one of the 
most important as well as one of the most 
popular cycle clubs ever organized in this 
city. 

Last Thursday. night the members of the 
club, about fifty in nuniber, met at the office 
of one of the members and organized the 
club. The club had previously applied for 
a charter and it was granted them a few 
days ago. Imm@liately on the charter be+ 
ing granted a meeting of the club was calle 
ed and this meeting resulted in the election 
of a board of directors.

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A bill has been introduced in the house of 
representatives to permit women to hold 
Office except those elective by the people 
and the general assembly. The bill is a long 
stride tcwerd the object sought by the wo- 
men interested in such matters. 

The measure came to light yesterday and 
was introduced by Mr. I. D. Oliver, repre- 
sentative from Burke county. He promises 
to urge the passage of the bill and says that 
it is a concessigh to Which the females are 
entitled. The bill was referred to the gen- 
eral judiciary committee, and it will proba~- 
bly be before the. house some time next 
week, 

Another important measure of general 
public interest which was introduced in the 
house yesterday ig a bill by Mr. (elder, of 
Fulton, creating a Saturday half-holiday. 
The bill enacts that from noon until mid- 
night on each Saturday shall be a legal 
Lalf-holiday throughout the state. 

The bill is one long desired made a law 
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by the working people and business men. If 
passed it will put this state on the same 
footing as many northern states, where Sat- 
urday has long since become a legal half- 
holiday. In many cities and states all of 
the wholesale houses and banks and public 
institutions, as well as factories and manu- 
factories close at noon on Saturdays and it 
is said that the law gives genéral satisfac- 


tion. 
Mr. Oliver’s Woman’s Bill. 

Mr. Oliver’s bill to permit women to hold 
certain Offices is an act to amend section 
1656 of the code of 1882 so that females shal} 
be eligible to all public offices and to per- 
form other civil functions in the state ex- 
cept those filled by elections of the people 
and the general assembly. 

The bill strikes out the following words of 
the act mentioned: ‘‘Nor can they hold any 
civil office or perform any civil functions,” 
and inserts in lieu thereof the following 
words: “‘but they shall be eligible to hold 
any civil office and perform all the civil 
functions relating thereto in this state ex- 
cept those filled by elections by the people 
and by the general assembly, so that said 
section shall read as follows: ‘Females are 
not entitled to the privilege of the elective 
franchise, but they shall be eligible to hold 
any civil office and perform all the -civil 
functions relative thereto in this state ex-, 
cept those filled by elections by the people 
and by the general assembly, unless spe- 
clally authorized by law, nor are they re- 
quired to discharge military, jury, police, 
school or road duty,’ ”’ 


Saturday |/Half-Hotiday Bill. 

Mr. Felder’s Saturday half-holiday bill is 
entitled an act to set apart half the day on 
Saturday of each week as a legal half-holi- 
day, to be known as “Saturday half-holi- 
day.” 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, that from 
and after the passage of this act, one-half 
of Saturday of each and every week shall 
be, and the same. is hereby, set apart and 
made a legal half-holiday, to be known as 
‘Saturday half-holiday.’ 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted that the 
term ‘half-holiday’ shall include the period 
from noon to midnight of Saturday of each 
week. 

“Sec. 3. Be it further enaeted that when- 
ever any Other legal holiday falls on Sat- 
urday the same shall be in no wise affected) 
by this act.’’

George Vanderbilt’s library on forestry, 
which he gathered while abroad and which 
has been detained by the customs officers, 
has been released and is now at Baltimore, 
the appraisers deciding that duty was cor- 
rectly charged on twenty of the volumes, 
which are very valuable. 


The largest library in the world is the 
National library of France, founded by 
Louis XIV, and which now contains 1,400,- 
000 books, 300,000 pamphlets, 175,000 manu- 
scripts, 300,000 maps and charts, 150,000 coins 
and gold medals, 1,300,000 engravings and 
100,000 portraits. 


It is said that the Indian library of the 
British India office, which is now being 
catalogued, will be when finished the most 
complete library of oriental literature in 
the world.

An estimate has béen made from publish- 
ed yearly statistics showing that of $500,000 
spent in twenty of the leading libraries of 
this country a little over $170,000 was de- 
voted- to books, while other expenses 
consumed $358,000. In the Mercantile lbra- 
ry of New York city it costs 14 cents to 
circulate a volume; in the Astor, 14% cents 
are spent on each volume, or 27 cents on 
each reader; in Columbia college library, 


| 21% cents per reader; in the library com- 


pany of Philadelphia, 26 cents per vol- 
ume, or 10 cents per head. 

The aggregate circulation of books from 
the Chirago public library during the year 
past, according to the report, was 1,173,586. 
This is a larger circulation than that of 
any other library. Manchester, in England, 
has a eirculation of 975,944 volumes: Bos- 
ton has 847,321, and Birmingham, in Eng- 
land, stands next in aggregate circulation. 
The San Franéisco public library has a 
rirculation slightly less than one-half of 
that of the Boston library. A comparison of 
the circulation in proportion to population 
shows different results, however. To each 
100 people Chicago has an annual circula- 
tion of 69 volumes; San Francisco has 92, 
Boston 169 and Manchester 193.

It engages the in- 
terest. by the light, airy charm of its style, 
and by the complications of its characters, 
What some of us would consider the most 
serious things of life are lightly passed 
over as airy nothings .by Miss Seawell’s 
creations. The reader is willing enough 10 
dispense with the gloomy view of things 
and accept the view of Marsac and Fon- 
taine. Nowadays readers are not eagerly 
searching for those incidents of fiction 
which harrow the feelings and wrack the 
nerves. 

Marsac and Fontaine are two impossible 
and impecunious young artists, journalists, 
musicians and most everything else in that 
line. Paris is their stamping ground. Foil- 
taine is in love, foolishly so. Marsac hates 
women and revels in Plato. The sprightli- 

‘ ness and ingenuity of Marsac first display 
themselves in his method of dealing with 
the tide of bill collectors who call at thetr 
rooms. If he doesn’t hide in the closet, he 
‘‘jollies’’ the collector #ato such a frame of 
mind that that troublesome personage goes 
away happier than if he had received his 
money. Debt and want and love—Fon- 
taine’s love stirs Marsac into action. He 
invents a story about the death of Fon- 
taine’s uncle in America, and the fortune

rt 148 Anyone knows what follows. We have all 
om“ read too many stories of consequences that 
ow flow from reports of that kind. All things 
come the way of the journalists. Fortune 
not only smiles, she laughs, and take the 
two happy young fellows in ‘her arms. The 
frowns of the crusty old father of Fon- 
taine’s lady love turn to smiles and the 
eld rascal acituslly encourages the matches. 
He sells Foniaine a country seat for 80,000 
francs, which the now lucky journalist 
immediately disposes of at a profit of 50,000 
francs. The story of fortunes wins the 
favor of the world, and the two young 
impostors float along on the wave of pop- 
ularity. Of course they are impostors in 
reality, but’ in Miss Seawell’s romance 
they are heroes, and all is made to turn out 
happily for them. They are even rewarded 
for the deception they have practiced. A 
rich American does turn up and pour gold 
into their laps.

T cannot do better than to quote from an 
article by Gavin L. Payne in writing of Mr. 
Riley. He says: 

The numberless friends of the Hoosier 
poet were warmly grateful, though in no 
wise surprised, when William Dean How- 
ells made recently this public utterance: 

“Without the poetry of James Whitcomb 
Riley our literature would be so much the 
poorer that it seems idle to state the fact. 
He has more perfectly mastered his instru- 
ment than any writer of dialect verse since 
Lowell, and I do not know why one should 
not frankly place him with Lowell as equal- 
ly master in that kind.” 

And it was notable that at about the 
same time Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes was 
giving his estimate, in which he said: 

“James Whitcomb Riley is nothing short 
of a born poet and a veritable genius. I 
think he is a later Hosea Biglow, quite as 
original as the latter and more versatile in 
certain respects. I own a good deal of en- 
thusiasm for the latter product of Indiana 
soil, this delineator of lowly humanity who 
sings with so much fervor, pathos, humor 
and grace.” The above estimates seem 
also to be the verdict of the reading pub- 
lig, as over 60,000 of his volumes were 
sold last year, and the publication of a new 
book from him has grown,: therefore, to 
be a literary event both in England. and 
America. 

A great man never puts away the sim- 
plicity of his childhood, so runs the Chinese 
proverb, dnd if this latest work of Mr. 
Riley’s is measured accordingly it is en- 
titled to a pre-eminent rank in American 
literature. 

The new book which was recently issued 
Simultaneously in England and this coun- 
try by the publishers, with the title of “A 
Child-World” is entirely new material. 
It ds not, as his other volumes, a collection 
of poems, but a new departure, being a con- 
tinuous narrative. in verse, of child-lore, 
old-home delights and happenings in the 
early life of the author, 

Just before ‘publication day of this new 
volume the writer found the poet criti- 
cally inspecting the first copy, turning the 
pages and glancing at them in that pecu- 
liar way he has, as if he might expect the 
printed words to bid him some cheery good- 
by before they went out to his innumerable 
friends. ever the country. His thumb rest- 
‘ed on the frontispiece, the old Riley home- 
stead on the national road at Greenfield, 
just as it was in "The Child-World’—at its 
loveliest to him, when the caravans of 
canvas-topped wagons went past the house 
over the great national highway that led 
“away out west.” 

“It was a great highway to me in those 
days,” said he, lifting his eye-glasses ror 
a moment and peering retrospectively out 
the window. ‘To us children it was the 
highway that led to all the wonderful 
places on the inhabitable globe. Our child- 
ish immagination didn't carry us much 
further than the reaches of that old road; 
it was the main artery of the whole living 
world. Children nowadays—and even tne 
grown folks—know but little of the part 
that the old national road played in making 
our mighty west. You know it was con- 


structed by the government from Cumber- 


land, Md., and in the early days the set- 

tlers traversed it—‘overland to ‘The [linoty’ 

and the territories still beyond. As late 

as the days when I was a boy the wagon- 

trains went by, and what wanderful sights 

they were to us! My father’s hovse faced 

the road. to the south. The artist has the 

old house pictured just as it was then.” 

‘The opening lines in the volume thus de- 

scribed the old homestead— 

Set just one side the center of a smail 

But very hopeful Indiana town— 

The upper-story looking squarely down

Mr. Harris’s New Book. 

IT had something to say about Mr. Joel 
Chandler Harris’s now book two weeks 
ago, but so much is being sa‘d about this 
valuable addition to our Georgia history 
that it is not amiss to say more: 

“Stories of Georgia,’’ by Joel Chandler 
Harris, is not primarily ea history. It will 
come before the young students as a sup- 
plementary reader, yet no avowed history 
could be more truly historical. 

Any ‘history of the United States will 
give the nativé of Georgia the outlines 
of the history. of-his native state. Lut 
he will wet from it little of the detail. He 
will learn of “the Boston massarre and 
the Boston tea marty, of Bunker Hill and 
Lexington. And, indeed, these are signifi- 
cant. But, born where he was, iiving where 
he does, the true Georgia boy will ask 
what battles have been fought where te 
now plays in peace, what patriots lave 
fought for his state; what statesmen have 
planned for its prosperity. 

It is this that ‘Mr. Harris’s book will tell 
him. And it is this that ought first to 
Noth- 
ing can so safely establish a country as 
the affectionate patriotism of its young 
men, and nothing can so insure this as 
the consciousness that their country has 
& proud past; that, where they now live, 
brave men have died for home and liberty. 

From the average school history one gets 
the impression that Georgia is lacking in 
historical romance. 
the lack is only apparent. Since the in- 
vas.on of De Soto and his piunde-:ing march 
through the state the country has been 
the home of mamy an able man, the scene 
of many a stirring contest. To the older 
Georgian the stories that Mr. Harris tells 
will have been foreshadowed in traditional 
tales and reminiscences. To the child 
they will be absolutely new, opening a 
rich storehouse of romantic history. 

How many understand the cause of 
Georgia’s apparent reluctance to join the 


confederate colonies in their first con- 
gress? How many can name the leaders 
of the Georgia revolutionary forces, or 


explain why retaliation was so much more 
bloody, more merciless, under Clarke in 
Georgia than under Marion in South Caro- 
line? And, to go on to later times, in 
no elementary hhistory, in no history, is 
there so thorough an explanation of the 
disgraceful Yazoo conspiracy or of the 
causes that led to the Creek war and to 
the removal of the Cherokee nation. 

If the schoolbook is to teach patriotism, 
What better lesson can the Georgia boy 
find than the story of Elijah Clarke, or 
later of Joe Brown, the war-time gover- 
nor? And for single heroes, can Putnam, 
Warren, and the whole array of northern 
patriots boast braver exploits than Robert 
Sallette or the invincible Aunt Nancy 
Hart, who, unaided, captured a band of 
five armed tories? 

If the object of such reading is to 
arouse the imagination, what is more 
Startling than the knowledge that Georgia 
had once an “empress,"”"” Mary Bosom- 
worth, who entered Savannah at the head 
of an army of hundreds of Indians. Scotch 
border history records no vengeance more 
vindicative than that of the grim Daniel 
‘McGirth. Striking, too, is the later story 
of Alexander MecGilvray, a Scotchimin, 
ruling the Creek Indians with the cunning 
and foresight of a Talleyrand. It is some 
evidence of McGilvray’s genius that, at 
one time he held four incompatible offices 
and drew salary in all. That was in 1792, 
when he was at once a British colonel, an 
American brigadier general, an agent of 
the United States and an agent of Spain. 

Incidentally, the student—perhaps the 
teacher, too—will learn for the first time 
that sulphurie ether was discovered ard 
applied in Georgia in 1842, four years be- 
fore either Jackson or Morton, the north- 
ern ctaimants, had begun to use it. 
Among the first to invent and build a 
steamboat was a Georgian, and the first 
steamship to cross the Atlantic was owned 
by Georgians, and sailed from Savannah 
in 1879. 

An important element in patriotism is 
the consciousness that one’s country has 
a proud past. The south has been un- 
fortunate in having its chronicles writ- 
ten by men who naturally felt little of 
the local zeal that makes the local his- 
torian. This is especially noticeable in 
their treatment of the war of secession. 
Mr. Harris sees southern history from a 
southern standpoint. The southern boy 
will find this a book whose patriotism ts 
at once local and national, loyal at once 
to the state and to the union. 

The teacher should note, however, that 
Mr. Harris is nownere blindly enthusias- 
tic. As was said at -first, his book is his- 
torical in method, and mo student can 
read it withert conceiving the true spirit 
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“literary” history. One lays it dawn in 
distinct Surprise that the author has suc- 
eeeded in explaining so simply, so irtel- 
ligibly, so interestingly, events that many 
works for mature readers, works more 
labored and less attractive, explain much 
less thoroughly. 

The illustrations are spirited and ap- 
| propriate. The whole book is inviting. If 
it have a fault, it is that the children will 
be tempted to read ahead of the lesson. 


Another book of which it is said that its 
first edition (in this case over 1,500) was sold 
on the day of publication, is a volume of 
“Old English Ballads,” illustrated by George 
Wharton Edwards, with an introduction 
by Hamilton W. Mabie. Surely this is an 
instance to comfort the hearts of those who 
croak that the genuine love of literature 
is dying out, for here we have simply the 
old familiar ballads beginning with Chevy 
Chace, closing with Sir Patrick Spens, with 
Mr. Mabie’s scholarly introduction and Mr. 
Edwards's sympathetic artistic interpreta- 
tion, and’ thé beok receives such a réception 
as is rarely granted to anything ‘else than 
a hew book from that novelist who hap- 
pens for the time being to lead in the scale 


| of popularity. The book referred to is one 


whieh collectors will soon value, and for 
those an edition on large paper has been 
specially prepared by the publishers, the 
Macmillan Company. 


“A Matter of Temperament,” A Novel. By 
BE. Irenaeus Stevenson. 

This classically written novel portrays 
one phase of music's relation to morals. 
A terrible moral tragedy is enacted, and 
love, music and the stage are each involved. 
The epoch is the middle of the present cen- 
tury, a time marked by the influence and 
success of Meyerbeer, and by the deep im- 
pressions made by the master on the com- 
posers of the school of Germany. Meyer- 
beer himself is encountered in the first 
part of the novel, 

The story is sustained with painful inter- 
est to the end. ; 

it supplies a valuable study of a direct 
and grave impeachment of music, as also, 
directly and indirectly, against its expon- 
ents. As such, “A Matter of Tempera- 
ment’ should be read and considered by 
every adult musician, professional or ama- 
eur. 

Both quantity and quality are factors in 
music. A little of the best, whether con- 
sidered from the standpoint of execution 
or of influence, goes a long way, and a lit- 
tle of the worst is equally effective. Neither 
are all influenced alike by the same causes; 
effects are dissimilar in degree and in kind, 
yet there are undoubtedly airs which, with- 
out words, excite the baser possibilities of 
human nature, so also there are airs which, 
used with moderation, can but be produc- 
tive of good and not evil. Immoderation, 
however, is apt to result in weakness, or 
frenzy, and frenzy is a specie of insanity. 

Good, soul-stirring music, whether sacred 
or secular in composition, has its beneficent 
mission on earth, If it finds response in 
the passions unassociated with the exercise, 
there, of living moral principles, the per- 
turbed waters are apt to cast up mire and 
dirt. Familiarity and custom, even in the 
cases of the most skiliful of professional 
performers, have, in some instances, as 
is shown in This book, a hardening effect, 
and wherein the best music fails either to 
arouse or cultivate the better emotions of 
our nature. It is mevertheless true that 
“musie is the universal language of man- 
kind,”’ also that 


“The man that hath no music In himself 
And is not moved with concord of sweet 

sounds F. 
Is fit for treason, strategems and spoils. 


In a forceful manner the author illus- 
trates the moral instability of the artistic 
temperament. By induction the book em- 
phasizes music’s moral force and spiritual 
xcellence. 

*"The moral lessons of this novel should 
be pondered by every one interested in the 


art or science of music, and by every lover 
of its grave, gay or sympathetic strains. 

Mr. Stevenson at first called his book 
“Janus,” the name of the Latin deity hav- 
ing two similar faces looking in opposite 
directions, but has changed it to that of 
“A Matter of Temperament.

Reports from Georgia divisions show an 
active interest in many state institutions, 
and a prolonged interest in the prospective 
establishment of a state reformatory. It 
was some ten years ago that Mrs. Felton, 
chairman of the committee on petition 
work, was appointed By the union to repre- 
sent them in an appeal for the establish- 
ment of a state reformatory, and she went 
before the legislature then in session and 
expressed that object: 

Notwithstanding the large delegations 
from Georgia in attendance at the recent 
St. Louis convention it is said the member- 
ship has decreased, and that the suffrage 
question may be the cause. 

Miss Willard assiduously urges the adop- 
tion of the suffrage platform in the state 
and local divisions, as it is in the nationa) 
organization. She argues that until women 
can vote they will be unable to materially 
aid in the establishment of the prohibition 
law or any other in which they may desire 
to lend their influence. 

The failure to adopt thé suffrage move- 
ment as among the principles of the tem- 
perance union has been especially a ques- 
tion among the women of the southern 
States. They appreciate that the privileges 
in that line accorded them would likewise 
extend to the colored women. With this 
inevitable result before them, they have 
not the enthusiastic hope of being .given 
the right to vote. 

At the recent convention of the Woman's 
Christian ‘Temperarce Union in Georgia 
the position of the women of the state seems 
however, to be clearly defined. Resolutions 
adopted there, and indorsed by the Atlanta 
branch, the oldest established in the state, 
are as follows: 

“Whereas, in the minds of many the Wa 
man's Christian Temperance Union of Geon 
gia is regarded as a body of woman’s suf- 
fragists, it is due the dignity of this body 
and the people of Georgia that its position 
be clearly defined, therefore., 

“Resolved, That as a state organization 
we, the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union of Georgia, declare it to be the duty 
of this convention to adopt only those 
principles cspoused and plans devised by 
the national Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union that are best suited to the 
needs of our southern work, and that while 
reaffirming our loyalty to the national 
union, we hereby express the belief that 
woman’s suffrage is not conducive to the 
best interests of our temperance work in 
Georgia, 

“Whereas, the national union, with that 
wisdom which has eVer characterized the 
methods of that grand organization, left 
the co-operation with any one of its de 
partments discretionary with each state 
union. and, whereas. the state union of 
Georgia did, at the last state convention, 
unanimously adopt the foregoing resolu- 
tion in reference to the department of 
franchise, therefore; 

‘Resolved, That we, the old Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union, do 
hereby indorse the action of the state 
union as expressed in their resolution, and 


further 

‘‘Resolve, That we relegate the entire suf- 
frage question and all discussion of the 
same to the Georgia Woman's Suffrage 
Association and its auxiliaries, where it 


properly belongs. 

“Resolved further, That we unite with 
our state Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union in their efforts to abolish the liquor 
traffic and to uplift fallen humanity through 
the various departments planned by the 
national unton and adopted by the «tate 
union, and with which the gospel ministry 
of the-various churches and the temperance 
loving people of our state are in sympathy 
and harmony. 

Resolved further, That a copy of these 
resolutions he sent by our corresponding 
secretary to each local union in the state, 
to The Union Signal, the Atlanta dafly pa- 
pers, Motive and the réligious papers of 
the state for publication.

It Broadens Until It Wins the Sup- 
port of Many of the Leading 
Citizens of Atlanta.

ms.for Atlanta has at last met with suc- 


The Atlanta Woman's Club !s the mover 
in this matter and for several months past 
has devoted much time and energy to se- 
curing a circuit of towns which would co- 
operate with them in forming a circuit to 
rece.ve thes®m lectures. 

Much interest throughout the state has 
been aroused in this system of teaching 
lectures by a university specialist, and EI- 
berton, LaGrange, Barnesville and a num- 
ber of other Georgia towns are discussing 
the plan seriously, while Rome, Macon and 
IWnoxville will co-operate with Atlanta in 
forming a circuit. 

The course to be given is one in ethnol- 
ogy and is designed as a basis for the in- 
telligent study of history or sociology. — 

Its value is apparent to any interested 
student, as in the science of race the log- 
ical development of every Institution of 
society or government is found. The synop- 
Sis of the course is as follows: 

THE PEOPLES OF EUROPE—SIX LECT. 
URES. 

1. The appearance of man on earth? 
When did he appear? Where did he ap- 
pear? The peopling of the earth. 

2. Races of men. What is race? Classifi- 
cation, distribution and characterization of 
wie human races. 

3. The “Old Stone Period” Men of Europe. 
The men of the Ice Age. The cave men. 
Environment. Culture. Types. Whence 
did they come and where did they go? 

+ The New Stone Period Men of Europe. 
Kitchen—middens—lake dwellings. Great 
stone monuanients; introduction of agricul- 
ture and the domestication of animals. 
Race types. 

5. Modern Races of Europe. Bronze and 
Iron ages, Iberians, Celts, Scandinavians. 

6. Modern races of Europe (continued). 
ancestors, the primitive Aryans, 
Their origin and culture. The yellow 
peoples of Eurepe. Semitic type and infiu- 
ence. The people of the Caucasus. In- 
fluence of race upon history and social 
development. 

As the great scientific interest 
times is turning part&culanly to those 
sciences which deal with man, the im- 
poriance of an investigation into man's 
first aggregation, into the earliest races 
and the development from that point be- 
cgmes at once apparent.

Among the features of the university ex- 
tension system which appeal so espectally 
to the thinking public are: , 

1. The fact that all the lectures of a 
series are upon the same subject and thus 
give continuous teaching on one Hne of 
thought and secure a definite result. 

2. That all classes and degrees can par- 
ticipate in them. Everybody who ‘“‘wants 
to knew” is eligible. 

8. For those who wish to go more deep- 
ly into the subject an opportunity is given 
and by means of examinations anyone who 
has taken this work satisfactorily can re- 
ceive credit for it at the university toward 
a degree. 

4. These lectures are given only by unil- 
versity professors, specialists in their own 
departments, and thus the scientific ac- 
curacy and value of the lectures are as- 
sured. The benefit to all classes of busy 
people, who cannot spare time to go or 
remain at the great centers of learning, 
will be very great from such lectures, As 
some one has said: ‘‘Nowhere else in the 
world is universal education so desirable 
as in America, and nowhere else does the 
rush of life render so difficult the attain- 
ment of this ideal.’’ It is this need of 
some general system of education which 
will bridge the gap between the elemen- 
tary education which all Americans re- 
ceive in the public schools and the higher 
education which a few Americans receive 
in the university that university extension 
is designed to fill. 

To teachers particularly such a course 
as the above offers great pleasure and ad- 
vantage. Those who spend their lives in 
giving out knowledge, particularly in one 
routine line, are sure to feel drained and 
gapped intellectually unless they renew 
their forces continually. 

An English statesman says that “eight- 

years of university extension have 

a aasionleed the whole face of affairs in 
England.’’ Much the same effects are be- 
ing felt in parts of our own country. 

The state of New York appropriates 
thousands of dollars each year to .afford 
opportunities for university extension to 
its uttermost borders. Many prominent 
men and women in Atlanta have been for 
years deeply interested in securing uni- 
versity extension teaching for Atlanta and 
a large contingent of the best literary ele- 
ment will doubtless rally to the support of 
¢the movement and thus guarantee the con- 


tinuance of the lectures during other sea- 


sons. 

The lectures will be efven in the Young 
(Men's Christian Association hall and mem- 
bers will be admitted free and are cor- 
dially invited. The exact dates of the lec- 
tures will be announced later. They will 
begin, however, about January Ist and 
continue to be given one each week dur-

Has Been Doing Hara Work Since 


He Left Here and Has Written 
Several New Books.

‘Dr. J. W. Lee, formerly pastor of Trinity 
church, and who Was pastor of Park Street 
Methodist church when he left Atlanta, 
is in the city, and will preach this morning 
at his old church—Park street, in West 
End, and topight at 7:30 o'clock at ‘Trinity 
church. 

When Dr, Lee accepted the call to St. 
Louis and took charge of one of the most 
flourishing churches of that city he left 
hundreds of. friends he had made while 
here, His church in Wést End was at that 
time, and is now, one of the most’ progres- 
Sive churches ‘in Atlanta. 

When Dr: Lee took charge of the church 
after leaving trinity he built it up rapidly, 
Under his guidance and care it flourished 
as it had neyer flourished befére, and when 
Dr. Lee was ordered away it was with the 
greatest regret that his friends and his 
congregation saw him leave. 

Dr. Lee's church in St, Louis is one. of 
the largest in that city, and has a congre- 
gation of about 800 persons. The field there 
is a wide one, and Dr. Lee has been able to 
do excellent work. He has devoted himself 
to his church and has been able to increase 
its congregation to a large extent. 

He has been at the head of a movement in 
St. Louis to build an orphans’ home, and 
has managed the work with such abil tty 
that the home has been erected and is now 
one of the finest in the south. 

Besides his church work, Dr. Lee has been 
engaged in literary work. Hg has written 
and completed several interesting volumes, 
all of which have become exceedingly popu- 
lar and met with a ready sale and favorable 
criticism. 

Dr. Lee is known as one of the most em!- 
nent preachers of the day, as well as one 
of the ablest authors and lecturers to be 
found in this country. His works have made 
him famous, and his name is known 
throughout the world. 

The latest book on which Dr. Lee has 
been at work will be published on the 
first of the coming year. It is called “The 
Self-Interpreting Bible,’’ and is a result of 
his recent visit to the Holy Land. 

It is the first Bible ever prinited that has 
photographic’ ‘llustrations of the places 
where the inciderfts related took place and 
where the scenes are laid. It is in four 
volumes, and is looked on as one of the 
best books of the kind ever pulAished. The 
iNustrations in tt were taken while Dr. 
Lee was traveling through Palestine, and 
they are over five hundred in number. 

Dr. Lee stat@l yesterday that he was ex- 
ceedingly glad to get back to Atlanta and 
see his friends and be amcng them. “l 
Shall always fove Atlanta,” said Dr. Lee 
yesterday. “It seems like home to me, 
and there are so many familiar faces. 

*“*Though there are a great many southern 
people in St. Louis and a number of my 
congregation are southerners, still it is 
different from Atlanta, and I am. always 
glad to come here for a short yfsit.

BUSY DAY.IN THE COURTS 


Mrs. Bigby Is Granted an Injunction 
in Regard to Collateral Used 
by Her Husband. . 


There was filed yesterday in the offive of 
the clerk of the superior court for record 
a deed of trust from the Piedmont Driv- 
ing Chub to Captain R. J. Lowry, as trus- 
tee, s@o-uring an “issue of $25,000 of income 
bonds of the club, The deed of trust cov- 
ers the clubhouse and property located out 
at Piedmont park. 

Under the plan of organization of the 
club a number of gentlemen agreed to- 
gether to subscribe for the entire issue of 
these bonds, One of the conditions of 
membership in the club is that a membor 
shall own at least one of the bonds, which 
are of the denomination of $50 each, there 
being §0 bonds. The subscriptions were 
made payable in installments, the last of 
which matured on the Ist of October last, 
which was the reason why the bonds have 
not been earlier issued. In the meantime 
certificates were issued to the members, 
undertaking to deliver to them’the bonds 
AS soon as the subscriptions were fully 
paid up. 

The proceeds of these bonds were used 
for peying for the property belonging to 
the club. Tho bonds which are handsocgely 
engraved, are now in the hands of the 
secretary, Mr. Charles J. Ryan, and will 
be exchanged for the certificates which 
Fave been fully paid up as fast as they are 
presented. It is desired .by the club that 
all persons holding certificates will present 
them and exchange them for bonds at the 
earliest possible moment. The club has 
now a iarge and flourishing membership, 
and it is safe to say that with the pre- 
requisite of ownership of one of these 
bonds as a condition of membership, the 
bonds will become yearly more and more 
valuable. 

An Injunction is Wanted. 

Two applications for injunction were yes- 
terday filed in the superior court by Mrs. 
Klizabeth Kate Bigby. One petition was 
filed against the Westview Cemetery Asso- 
ciation and the National Bank of the Re- 
public of New York, and the other was 
flied against the Westview Floral Company 
and the National Bank of the Republic of 
New >‘$ rk. 

In the first petition Mrs. Bigby avers 
that she owned 150 shares of siock in the 
Westview Cemetery Association, worth 
$100 per share, which her husband piedged 
as collateral for a debt of the Eagie and 
Phoenix Manufacturing Company to the 
National Bank of the Republic of New 
York, and she asks that an injunction be 
granted her against that bank and the 
Westview Cemetery Association, or either 
of them transferr.ng the stock to any one 
except herself. ° 

The suit against the Westview Floral 
Company is the same, except that it is 
for fifty shares of stock worth $100 each. 

Judge Limpkin granted the injunction 
as prayed for against the transfer or 
change of the condition of the stock and 
has ordered the parties at interest to 
show cause on January 26th next why the 
injunetion should not be made perma- 
nent. That day is fixed because under the 
Statute it takes two months to serve the 
foreign bank. The order allows the foreten 
bank or the local ¢ompanies to appear and 
move to dissolve the temporary injunction 
af any time sooner upon proper notice.:

Several weeks ago Mr. Snyder filed a pe- 
tition for divorce against his wife, making 
a number of sensational and amusing alle- 
gations. He statcd in his petition, which 
was filed by Mr. James W. Austin, his 
counsel, that his life had been made miser- 
atle ard t-urdensome, and after several 
years of wedlock, he had decided that it 
was impossible for him to live any longer 
with his wife.

New York, November 21.—‘Princeton, 
Princeton, Princeton!” and with a mighty 
shout that grew in volume and rolled like 
the flotsam and jetsam on tho edge of the 
incoming tide, the thousands who lined 
the fence around Menhattan field sent the 
slogan up to the thousands on the stands 
and from thence through the murky atmos- 
phere the battle cry reached the tens of 
thousands who lined the viaduct over- 
lcoking all—a waving gorgeous yellow hue— 
the Yale-Prinreton game of 1856 was over 
and the brawn and muscle of historic 
Nassau had trampled the mighty traditions 
of Old Eli in the dust. 

It was a glorious combat, fought hand to 

hand and eye to eye and Princeton came 
out trius»phant to enter the third decade 
of her struggles with her friendly enemy. 
on the score of 2 points to 6. It was a 
sweeping victory, but the vanquished 
fought hard and diea game. Onre, and 
only once, did the old familiar blue of 
Yale wave triumphantly alone over the 
fray. Seven minutes after Baird had started 
hostilities, the Yale warriors had the ball 
on Princeton’s tewnty-five-yard line. 
But despite the encouragement of their 
followers the Elis had to surrender pos- 
session after unavailmg efforts to pierce 
the phalanx in front of them. Baird fell 
back for a punt out of danger, but the 
watchful Rodgers was on hand and block- 
ed the kick. The ball rolled behind the 
goal line, There was a rush on both sides 
a confused mass of arms and legs. The 
referee blew his whistle and the mass 
siowly disintegrated. Bass had fallen on the 
ball and drawn first blood for Yale. Then 
the wearers of the blue had their chance 
and nobly they responded to the cail. 
Though outnumbered nearly two to one 
by the wearers of orange colors they 
made up in volume of enthusiasm for lack 
of numbers. It was their last chance. 
Spurred on by the score of 6 to 0, the 
tigers rushed to the attack with a flerce- 
ness that overturned all obstacles. The 
mighty weight of their rush line broke 
down Yale’s defense. Yard by yard the 
Elis fighting manfully every foot, the tor- 
rent broke down on the devoted citadel.

FATE OF GUS FAMBLES IN THE BALANCE 


Upon the Outcome of the Nobles Case 
Will Depend the Fate of the Ne- 
gro—History of the Case. , 


The case of Mrs. Nobles will be heard 
tomorrow before the supreme court ad 
the final fate of the famous prisoner may 
be determined. 

This will be the last chapter in the state 
courts of a case celebrated because of the 
atrocious crime upon which it hinges, and 
because of the intricate legal questions in- 
volved. In point of law no case during 
the last few years has excited greater in- 
terest or brought forth wider discussion. 

By appeal the main matter to be deter- 
mined in the supreme court rests upon the 
right of the state court to try Mrs. No- 
bles upon the question of her Insanity. It 
was upon this point that the appeal was 
made from the decision of the state courts, 

The result of the Nobles case will also 
decide the fate of Gus Fambles, who has 
been regpited pending the outcome of the 
other question.

The case then took a new turn and a 
petition for habeas corpus was placed be- 
fore Judge Emory Speer for the southern 
district federal court. An appeal was made 
to the supreme court of the United States. 

Pending the decision in the Nobles case, 
the governor granted a respite to Fambles. 
An effort was made to get the ordinary.of 
Bibb county to givee Mrs. Nobles a trial 
on the question of her sanity, and applica- 
tion Was made for a writ of lunacy. This 
was refused and a mandamus followed. The 
judge declined to grant this and again the 
the supreme court. 
Here judgment was made and the decision 
of the lower court affirmed. The case in the 
eupreme court of the United States was 
not pressed to a hearing and no records 
A mandate was issued and Mrs. 
Nobles was remanded to the state officers. 
She was resentenced. Then a motion was 


“made in the state court to give her a trial 


on the question of her sanity. No investi- 
gation on this line was allowed, and, the 
motion consequently was overruled. Again 
Mrs. Nobles was resentenced. Then the mo- 
tion.on the question of her sanity was made 
again and once more overruled. A bill of ex- 
ceptions was taken and signed by Judge 
» Smith. 

This is the question which will come be- 
fore the supreme court tomorrow for de- 
cision. The real question is as to whether 
Mrs. Nobles can be carried before the state 
court and tried upon the insanity feature. 
There are contingencies which, if the judg- 


ment of the lower court is affirmed, will 


carry the case again to the supreme court 
of the United States. 

The case will be argued tomorrow by 
Colonel W. C. Glenn, of Atlanta, and Colo- 
nel Marion Harris, of Macon, For the state 
will appear J. C. Shannon, of Jefferson- 
ville, John M. Stubbs, Thomas Eason and 
Attorney General Terrell. 

‘In the meantime tthe fate of Fambles 
has been hanging upon the outcome of the 
Nobles case. Both prisoners are still in Bibb 
county jail. The defense has been handled 
in a masterly manner by Colonel Marion 
Harris, and the outcome of the issues will 
‘be watched with interest. 


FIGHT OVER FOSTER’S SEAT. 


The Fate of the Contest Now Hinges 
on a Point of Law.

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Charles Couldock Calls Down the-Cortain 
on His Career, 


HAS BEEN AN ACTOR 59 YEARS 


At the Age of Eighty-Two He Has 
Decided To Retire from His 
Life Work. 


Kansas City, Mo., November 21.~When 
the curtain was rung down at the Coates 
opera house tonight the stage lost the old- 
est actor on the American and English 
stage, for C. W. Couldock quits the stage 
forever and ended his theatrical career. 

He jis nearly eighty~two years of age, fif- 
ty-nine of which he has been an actor. 
‘His last appearance was as Squire Fenton, 
in Walter Latkaye’s “Dr. Belgaff.” 


Mr. Couldock’s name is one familiar to all 
veteran theaterg ers. It is one old and hon- 
orable. His private life was without any 
of the matrimonial entanglements which 
so frequently mar the domestic life of ac- 
tors. He always had the respect and love 
of his profession, as well as the respect 
and love of the public. He has been a capa- 
ble and earnest actor, and for dover a half 
century his name has been a familiar one 
in New York. 

Last summer a handsome. testimonial 
to the popularity of the aged actor was 
given by the most eminent of his associates. 
He had been in retirement for several 
months, and like most actors when. not 
drawing a calary, he run out of money. A 
benefit performance was planned by that 
ready impulse of generosity characteristic 
of the stage folk. Eminent actors volun- 
teered. Jcseph Jefferson lent a hard. Old 
Mrs. Drew said she would appear. De- 
Wolf Hopper, Nat Goodwin, W. H. Crane, 
Henry Miller, Viola Allen, Nellie McHenry 
and other famous stars volunteered and the 
most famous benefit performance ever 
given in New York was given at the Fifth 
Avenue theater. It was an occasion to 
linger in the memory. At the end the vet- 
eran actor Couldock was led out by Mr. 
Jefferson and Mrs. Drew and surrounded 
by that distinguished company of artists 
‘and faced by one of the largest audiences 
ever packed into a New York theater, the 
cld man confessed to the hope tnat he 
would some day return to the stage. And 
not long afterwards the veteran’s ionging 
was gratified. He tras been plaving an ex- 
tended engagement with Mr. Lackaye, and 
those who heve seen his acting have observ- 
ed a -eturn of the old-time fire. 

But it was inevitable that his retirement 
should shortly come. Last night it came. 


SOME TRANSIENT TOPICS, 


“The Constitution, recently, in an edi- 
torial upon the business situation, very 
generously observed that while convinced 
of the truth of the cause of bimetallism 
and subscribing to the arguments in sup- 
port of that method as the true solution of 
the money troubles, yet, now that a ma- 
jority of the people had spoken in favor of 
the gold or monometallic standadr, The 
Constitution would lend its aid and indorse- 
ment to all efforts made for the building up 
of our country,’’ said Mr. John A. Dona- 
van, of R. G. Dun & Co., yesterday. “I 
quote from memory, but think th’s is the 
essence of what was published and I recall 
it as being exactly the spirit that is not 
only desired, but is really necessary, to 
recall prosperity. 

“Personally I do not take much stock in 
the exaggerated zeal displayed by some of 
the partisan press to show that the coun- 
try is on the verge of a boom such as it has 
not seen for years. There will be no boom. 
None is wanted by the conservative busi- 
ness men. 

“On the other hand, from an Atlanta 
standpoint, it is my belief, based upon a 
careful inquiry and a study of the condi- 
tions, that so far as our section is con- 
cerned, we are decidedly upon the eve of 
prosperous days. One of the conditions to 
which I refer as a subject of study is the 
indebtedness of the merchants and their 
customers. 

“In former years, especially when large 
lines of credit were extended, the period 
extending from, say, September to January, 
was usually a very trying one. Heavy 
bills, especially for fertilizers, had to be 
paid and the country merchaats were often 
forced to ‘the wall by inability to collect 
enough of their outstanding account and 
bills receivable, to meet their obligations. 
There is at this time less trouble of this 
sort by more than one-half than I ever 
saw in a long experience. Several years of 
rigid economy and the raising of food 
products at home have cut off millions of 
dollars of debt that used to be regarded as 
a matter of course and unavoidable. Stocks 
of merchandise throughout the country dis- 
tricts have been allowed to run down to 
actual daily needs and nothing bought that 
could not be readily sold. Old book ac- 
counts and notes, that in former years it 
> was customary to carry over from year to 
year as assets, have been closed out by 
forced collections, compromise or charging 
off to profit and loss. The condition of the 
merchants generally is like a new bus‘ness 
enterprise, starting with clean books, cash 
reserves and no worn-out stocks. 

“Tt ig not contended that there will be 
no more commercial disasters. There are 
still many traders who have so far with- 
stood the financial pressure who will likeiy 
be forced into Hquidation, but these will 
have little or no effect upon the general 
results that in my humble judgment must 
follow from the favorable conditions that 
are present. I happen to know that some 
of Atlanta’s manufacturers are booking or- 
ders that insure many weeks of employ- 
ment for all their facilities and in my opin- 
jon our spring trade is destined to be the 
best experienced in five or six years. 
There is a feeling of buoyancy and cer- 
tainty for the immediate future that has 
not been present for several years.”

Mr. Remsen Crawford, press agent .of 
Mr. Plant’s system of railways, hotels 
and stsainship lines, talks interestingly 
about this more than interesting little city; 
how it came to be named and how it will 
perpetuate as long as time shall last the 
name of Du Maurier’s strange and myste- 
rious creation; directing as it must needs 
do at least a part of this big world to 
always ‘“‘see nothing, hear nothing, think 
of nothing but Svengali, Svengali, Sven- 

ali.’’ 
oat does seem a little strange,”’ said Mr. 
Crawford, “that a quiet little Florida vil- 
lage, so long as it was known as Macon, 
was sleeping on and on in the drowsy 
sunlight of the Peninsula State, but all 
of a sudden took on new life when Mr. 
Plant, the industrial magician of the south, 
waved his wand and christened the hamlet 
“Trilby.” At once the town became known 
to the great world in a new light. People 
who never heard of Macon, Fla. became 
informed by the mere striking sound of 
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jad. dens sotan oleh i tae wee 
‘ 6 se some in prose, some in 
verse—all tending to perpetuate the new 
Trilby growing wp amid the palmettos and 
ferns of the land of flowers. 

“How did it come to be named Trilby? I | 
don’t know. Mr. Plant liked the book and 
read it closely and remembers by heart 
any passages from it. I have heard him 
quote them while discussing in lis interes*- 
ing way the merits of the famed story. 
Anyhow the town was named Trilby, and 
more than that, the streets have been nam- 
ed in most appropriate fashion after the 
characters of the book. For instance, the 
main square, which surrounds the railroad 
crossing—the railroad tracks ahd sidetracka 
forming a fanciful spider-web, or net-like 
intermingling of tie and rails—this square is 
named Svengali square. The trademark of 
the book ‘Trilby,’ you know, is a spider 
web. This is the principal business square, 
and about it lie the leading streets which 
are named Taffy street, Little Billee street, 
Gecho street, etc. The entire story is spun 
in the peculiar relations of the streets ong 
with the other. Little Billee, Taffy and the 
Laird are parallel streets. The avenues of 
the town are named for the most part after 
the wcmen characters of the book and the 
lake near by is caled Lake Du Maurier. 

“It is all very interesting to the tourist 
in Florida,”’ said Mr. Crawford, “and it ts 
not strange that they should almost inva- 
Tiably turn away from Trilby, Fla., hum- 
ming aloud as thcugh by. a Svengali spell: 

7 Gh a. you remember sweet Alice, Ben 

Sweet Alice with hair so brown. 

She wept with delight if yow gave her a 
smile, 

And trembled with fear at your frown.’ 

“Trilby, Fia.,”’ resumed Mr. Crawford, 
“unlike Trilby O’Ferrall, is going to live.” 


The selection of King Oscar II of Sweden 
and Norway, as umpire in the arbitration 
of the Venezuela boundary dispute recalls a 
number of interesting facts in connection 
with his life ard lineage. Although the 
royal head of the twin kingdom of the 
north, like his brother, father and grand- 
father before him, and although e. native of 
Sweden, he has not a drop of Scandinavian 
blood in his veins, 

All readers of history are familiar with 
the romantic story of Bernadolli’s life; how 
he won the heart and hand of the beautiful 
Desiree Clary, after she had rejected the 
advances of Napoleon, then an ambitious 
but almost unknown adventurer; how he 
afterwards became one of Napoleon’s most 
brilliant lieutenants, finally reaching the 
proud position of a marshal of the em- 
pire; how, in 1810, he was elected crown 
prince of Sweden; how, under his able cori- 
duct of affairs, even before the death of the 
old king, the unton between Sweden and 
Norway was accompiished, and how, on the 
Geath of his adopted father, in 1818, he as» 
cended the throne as CharlesXIV, adminis- 
tering the government of his adopted coun- 
try with distingushed ability until his death 
in 1844. He was succeeded by his son, Os- 
car I, who reigned till 1859, and he in turn 
by his son, Charles XV. On the death of 
Charles XV, in 1872, there being no male is- 
sue, his brother, the present king, ascended 
the throne. 

In 1823 Oscar I was joined in marriage td 
Josephine, a daughter of Eugene Beauhar- 
nais, and the present king was born in 
1829. Oscar II is, therefore, a great grand- 
son of the Empress Josephine. It is some- ”* 
what interesting to note in this connection 
that a grandson of Josephine was emperor 
of France, and a granddaughter empress of 
Brazil. 

Oscar II is a second cousin of Napoleon 
III, and he is also related through his 
grandmother to all of the descendants of 
Joseph Bonaparte, whose wife was a sister 
of Disiree Clary, and he is likewise related 
to one branch of Lucien Bonaparte’s family.

WITH THE FORECAST MAN. 


The Weather as Shown by the Official 
Report. 

During the past twenty-four hours the 
barometer has continued high in all dis- 
tricts to the east of the Rocky mountains 
and was ‘highest in the eastern portion of 
South Dakota, with a reading of 30.46 
inches, Although the barometer is un- 
usually high ‘and ordinarily would be at- 
tended by fair conditions, as it has been 
in the past several days, yet in districts in 
the central gulf, lower Mississippi ‘valley 
and lower lake region, it looks very much 
like threatening weather ‘with precipita- 
tion. 

There ‘thas been precipitation at scattered 
points in all districts to the east of the 
Missouri and Mississippi valleys, also in 
Texas, and it is raining at Vicksburg and 
Memphis.

The temperature is down to freezing at 
Chicago and thence southwestward to

S. D. It is slightly warmer than the aver- 
age from the lakes southward. Generally 
there have been but slight changés in 
temperature since Friday night. It is 
cooler in northwestern Georgia, ‘western 
Texas and in the eastern portion of South 
Dakota and slightly warmer in New Yor. 

The barometer continues above the nor- 
mal and stationary. 

It continued prsetree & throughout the day 
with a light sprinkling of rain in the 
evening. Fresh to light easterly winds 
have prevailed and the percentage of hu- 
midity has been high. 

Although there has been a decided drop 
in the temperature, the daily mean was 6 
degrees above the normal; the maximum 
(56 degrees) just equaled the normal maxi- 
mum for nineteen years and was 17 de- 
grees lower than that of Friday. The 
maximum on this date last year was 58 de- 
grees,

Our Rome correspondent sends the facts 
which led te the extraordinary action of 
Princess Elvira. Folch, who is Count Philip 


and a member of one of the best Known 


families in Rome, is an artist of some tal- 
ent. He ts tall, thirty-five years of age, 
handsome and what the Italians call sim- 
patico. 

Princess Elvira is ten years younger than 
he. She is also tall. She is not pretty, but 
is attractive. Count Folchi some years ago 
married a beautiful girl of good family, 
a: daughter of Count Rappini, and has two 
children. It seems that Prince Deldrago 
and Count Folchi spent a part of last year 
at Viareggio, a wattering place beloved by 
Shelley, and where were also the Countess 
Folchi and her children. 

Near Viareggio there was living the Duke 
of Parma, to whgn Count Folchi was pre- 
sented by the prince. 

The prince asked Count Folchi to copy 
some tapestry and treated him as one of 
hig own guests. Near the home of the 
duke is the magnificent villa of Don Carlos, 
to which he had sent his daughter, E/’vira, 
who - was suffering from extreme nervous- 
ness and hysteria. In one of her frequent 
visits to the duke’s villa she became ac- 
quainted with Count Foilchi, who soon in- 
spired her with a violent affection, which, 
becoming known to the servants, she being 
incapable of disguising her feelings, was 
communicated to the duke. 

He, in the politest way, intimated to the 
artist that the room with the tapestry was 
needed:-for a. guest, but this. move was 
unsuccessful, as Folchi stayed tn Viareggio 
and continued his courting and his cor- 
respendence with the princess until his 
wife, becoming aware of what was going 
on, objected.

After a certain time her ietters remain- 
ing unanswered, Princess Elvira wished to 
post them rerself, but was not allowed to 
do so. Choosing a moment when her 
riencs were off their guard, she left Rome 
with her lover, taking with her jewels to 
the yalue of $0,000 and a large sum of 
money. The couple are now supposed to be 
in Paris urder assumed names. 

That Patriotic Turkish Fund. 

The Sun reporter at Constantinople writes 
that nothing has amused well-informed 
people there so much as the desperately 
sericus manner in which Europe has taken 
the sultan’s great scheme for raising the 
wind. 

It was dubbed a patriotic fund for arm- 
ing the defenders of the true faith, and out- 
sidérs swallowed. the formula whole. There 
is not a tiny bit of patriotism about. the 
scheme, nor is there anything savoring of 
good will ig the offerings. Nobody sub- 
scribes except through fear of being mark- 
ed as an abstainer, and nobody expects to 
hear anything of the manner in which the 
money is spent. 

It may be that a few trusted soldiers of 
the imperial body guard will be better arm- 
ed and receive some back pay, but nine 
teen-twentieths of what is collected will go 
into the palace’s insatiable maw. There- 
fore the outside world, unaccustomed .to 
Abdul Hamid’s cunning, which, as well as 
his ferocity, has insanity in it, may dismiss 
the fear that Turkey’s fanatical forces are 
about to be armed to the teeth in order to 
exterminate ajl non-Mussulmen. 

The financial position in Constantinople 
passes belief. It is much worse even than 
during the desperate days of 1876, preceding 
the deposition of Sultan Abdul Aziz. The 
bulk of the population has quite forgotten 
the color of money, and it is little short of 
marvelous that the rich European quarter 
has not been sacked by the thousands of 
absolutely destitute Mussulmans who hun- 
ger and thirst, not for Christian blood, but 
for meat and drink and money wherewith 
to buy them. 

Present Regime Impossible. 

The Sun reporter has not yet come across 
the respectable Turk who does not admit 
that the present regime is impossible, and’ 
that salvation is only to be found either in 
the despotism of Abdul Hamid or in the es- 
tablishnrent of a, European commission to 
control the country’s finances. Most peo- 
ple, Turkish and European, now incline to 
the belief that the latter will be the solu- 
tion.

The inquiry ordered by the Marquis dt 
Rudint, the Italian prime minister, in the 
accounts of certain public departments in 
Rome, is revealing a state of affairs which 
is worthy of Constantinople, and it would 
not be surprising if the investigation should 
result in the legal prosecution of some ex- 
‘ministers and exalted prominent function- 
aries who are more or less directly respon- 
sible for scandalous mismanagement, if 
not actual systematic corruption. It ought 
not to be very difficult to make somebody 
responsible. The late minister of agricul- 
ture, for instance, would surely find it an 
awkward task to justify the annual ex- 
‘penditure ‘Of $20,000 during ten years for 
carpets, seeing that the carpets now on 
the floors of the ministry buildings would 
probably not fetch a thousand dollars at 
auction, and presumably, he would also 
have some difficulty in persuading the 
average householder that $750 was a fair 
price to pay for a few brass studs used to 
ornament a ministerial bodkcase. 

One Million Dollars for Pins. 

In another department, believed to be 
Signor Crispi’s own foreign oilfice $1,000,000 
was spent in ten years in purchasing pins. 
The ordinary mind shrinks from the strain 
which would result from an effort to cal- 
culate the billions of pins that sum would 
buy in open market. There is a suspicious 
smack, too, about the manner in which 
payments to railway cortractors were al- 
lowed to get into arrears. So far as the 
muddled accounts show there was plenty of 
money available for railway construction, 
but the accounts remained unpaid, appar- 
ently, for no better reason than to entitle 
the contractors to interest, with the re- 
sult that in one year alone nearly a million 
and a half dollars was paid as interest. 
Some Italian newspapers make merry over 
these disclosures, while others, more prop- 
erly,. treat them as symptomatic of the 


existence of worse scandals, which may 
yet be revealed. 


MILLERAND GROWS INQUISITIVE 


Socialist in Chamber of Deputies 
Want To Know About a Treaty. 

_ Paris, November 21.—In the chamber of 

deputies today M, Millerand, socialist, ask- 

ed the government to explain the nature 

of the understanding between France and 

Russia. 

After enlarging upon the enthusjasm of 
the czar over the fetes given in his honor, 
M. Hanotaux said: 

“T can only reply to M. Millerand by 
recalling the precise concerted terms ex- 
pressed by the czar and the president of 
the republic at Cherbourg, before the naval 
officers in Paris, before the representatives 
of the government, and at Chalons before 
the military chiefs. The chamber will ap- 
preciate the fact that duty imposes upon 
me the obligation to say nothing more con- 
cerning the entente upon which nobody now 
dreams of casting any doubt.”

yard long enough to eorrect various de- 
fects which his intimate connection with 
the vessel convinces him imperatively need 
correction. Q

which lasted over an hour, that the ship 
should remain at Brooklyn at least thirty 
days; that new air compressors should be 
installed to operate t hydraulic turret 
turning and steering apparatus which has 
so far fallen altogether below expectations,

While this and other work is goinig on 
Constructor Bowles, who built the sbip, is 
to seize the opportunity to put. alot of 
bracing and stiffening into the frames and 
make an attempt to patch up the alleged 
water-tight doors, which were so instru- 
mental in sinking the ship recently.

Prisoner Goes on the Stand and Says 
His Father Forced Him. 


SHOT ONLY IN SELF-DEFENSE 


Bible Shows Him Nineteen and the 
Tax Book Twenty-One. . 


MOTHER OF THE DEFENDANT ALSO TESTIFIES 


[Evidence Is Completed and Two 
Speeches Are Made Before the 
Court Adjourns. 


Columbus, Ga., November 21.—(Specital.)— 
The evidence against Henry White closed 
this afternoon and the argument begun, 
two speeches being made before the court 
adjourned until Monday morning. 

Important witnesses were introduced by 
the state in rebuttal. 

Henry White made his statement at the 
morning session of the court. He asserted 
that he was forced on by his father, and 
that even then he did not fire upon Officer 
Jackson until the latter opened fire upon 
him, Hesaid hisfather got his rifle and 
gave him a pistol. He cried and did not want 
to go with him, but the elder White forced 
him to accompany him. At the shoe shop 
of his father the tried to get him to go to 
sleep. When he heard his father shoot at 
the side of the bar he ran out of the front 
door, and being fired upon by Officer Jack- 
son, returned the fire. When the two were 
at home he got away from his father on a 
pretext, and left the house immediately. 

White’s Mother on the Standa. 

Mrs. White, mother of the prisoner, 
stated that on the day of the tragedy her 
husband and son came home, and the 
former secured his gun. She noticed that 
something was the matter, as Henry was 
crying; but his father refused to let the 
boy tell ther. Her husband was drinking, 
but she did not think the boy was. An 
hour later the two returned, and she could 
see that her husband was mad with liquor. 
He cried to‘her: ‘Old woman, flee for your 
life; the trouble has come.”’ 

She picked up her grandchild and flied 
from the scene. Her husband had often 
made threats about picking off the police 
force, saying on one occasion that if they 
ever tried to arrest him he would shoot 
them down as the came to him. 

Robert Bisc testified that he saw White 
fire at the front door of the saloon, and 
that he never saw the officer fire at all. 

Emmett Ayers swore that White fired 
upon the officer from the front of the bar. 

Will Walsh swore that young White had 
asked him to help him and his father in 
their work. 

F, G. Estes never saw Officer Johnson 
use his pistol. 

The widow of the deceased officer testi- 
fied that her husband always carried one 
empty chamber in his revolver and that 
on the morning when he left home on 
the day that he was killed there was but 
four bullets in the pistol. 

Witnesses were sworn who said that 
there were four bullets in the pistol when 
examined after the tragedy. Tiie pistol was 
produced in court and identified. 

The defense objected to all this on the 
ground that it was not in rebuttal, but 
Judge Butt overruled the objections. 

T. H. Painter, A. J. Barfield and T. F. 
Farley testified that the officer fired at 
the young man first. The defense tried to 
show that the pistol of Officer Jackson 
had been found by a negro boy on the 
scene and carried off, but the negro could 
not be secured. The state’s testimony as 
to the pistol in court being the one taken 
from the officer was clear. 


Two Speeches Made. 

The evidence was all in by 4 p. m. and 
then two speeches,were made, one by F. 
D. Peabody, for the state, and the other 
by Albert Thornton, for the defense. 

The case will probably go to the jury 
Monday. There are four more speeches to 
be made. 

It will be remembered that when Officer 
Roberts went to the White home for the 
purpose of arresting the slayers of the 
officers, he was shot down on the porch. 
Someone inside the door shot him through 
the door, using a winchester. It was the 
popular supposition that J..W. White did 
the shooting, as he had the gun and the 
boy had already left the house. It is now 
thought that it was the young man who 
shot Off®&cer Roberts trough the door. 

One of the attorneys for the defense call- 
ed tonight at the home of Solicitor General 
Gilbert and that gentleman stated that he 
had heard this rumor. 

In her testimony .today the mother of 
the prisoner said he was nineteen years 
old. A family Bible, confirming this, was 
introduced. The state then introduced the 
registration books of the county tax col- 
lector, in which the name Henry White, 
shoemaker, twenty-one years old, and the 
place of residence of the prisoner were 
given.

There are pecple, too, who will tell 
you today that they can lie abed and 
know by their feelings when the wind 
is blowing from the east. Even in 
poetry and romance there is a sort of 
negative prejudice against the east wind. 
So far as our investigations go, no poet 
or romancer has ever ventured to speak 
of eastern zephyrs. ‘They are allowed 
to run riot in books, but they all come 
from the west or the south, and never 
from the east. 

There must be something at the bot- 
tom of all this prefudice against the 
east wind: and yet the scientists will 
look wise and tell you that the east wind 
‘s no diferent from the ‘west wind— 
that when it is accompanied by clouds 
and rain, ft is merely the outsider of a 
storm that is coming from the west, the 
wind blowing in a cigcle about the 
storm-center. We say the “scientists” 
will tell you that. Perhaps that is em- 
| ploying thie term loosely; but, in these 


| latter days, every man is called a scien- 


tist who has a theory and sticks to it 
through thick and thin. The scientists 
will tell you in ove breath that the 
moon has no influence on vegetable life, 
and in another that the moon’s rays 
will act on a photographie plate through 
an opaque body as the X ray does. 

In view of these things it will do no 
harm if we ordinary people continue to 
give theories the zo by, and depend now, 
as of old, on faith in matters of relig- 
amd observation 
in matters pertaining to every day life. 
It will mot only do no harm, but may 
do good; for those who are seized with 
a desire to compass all knowledge may 
rest assured that when we approach the 
essence of things spiritual, or even of 
things material, we know no more than 
the generations ‘before us have known. 
In these things the most ignorant man 
is as wise as the wisest, and the hum- 
Dlest man has the advantage of the 
scientists, so called. 

Therefore, we say, there must be some- 
thing that science knows not of which 
causes our natures to shrink from the 
east wind.

If we listen to the prophets we are 
to have a very cold and disagreeable 
winter. If we go back to our experi- 
ences, we can remember not more than 
two dozen days in the last dozen years 
when the weather was really severe. 
Yet it is the umexpected that happens. 
We had a long drought last year and 
everyDody expected that there wouid 
be a downpour this year, in order to 
“restore the average,’”’ as the prophets 
say. But we have had another drought 
this year, and a very severe one, so that 
the “average” is as much out of gear 
as ever. 

We have had an extremely humid 
summer in spite of the drought—a sum- 
mer that passes the experience of the 
oldest inhabitant, and now we are told 
that: the deadly “average” ealls for an 
extremely cold winter. Perhaps the ex- 
pectation may be justified, perhaps not. 
At amy rate it serves no good purpose 
to cross a creek before you get to it, as 
the old folks used to say, or, as the same 
idea is more neatiy put in scripture, 
sufficient unto the day is the evil there- 
of.

Julian Hawthorne and the Negro. 

A remarkabie contribution from the 
pen of Julian Hawthorne bearing upon 
the status of the negro race, recently 
appeared in Collier’s Weekly, and is 
reproduced in today’s issue of The Con- 
stitution. 

Although a native of New England 
the attitude which Mr. Hawthorne as- 
sumes toward the negro in his article 
is by no means friendly or sympathetic. 
It deals with him in a tone of severity 
which one could hardly eexpect from 
that corner of the map; but such is the 
evident faith which the writer has in 
his estimate of the negro’s character, 
after making it a subject of careful 
study, that no one can possibly doubt 
the sincerity of his convictions. 

Mr. Hawthorne contends with great 
earnestness that the negro is not only 
inferior to the white man, but that he is 
wholly incapable of self-discipline. It 
is further claimed that. his education 
has proven a signal failure and that in- 
stead of subduing his animal 
it has only made him more dangerous to 
society. 

Mr. Hawthorne cites the fact that 
lynchings occur in the north as well 
as in the south, and gives it as his 
opinion that two races cannot exist side 
by side in this country under present 
laws. 

Without going into any extended dis- 
cussion of the article which speaks for 
itself, it is sufficient to observe that Mr. 
Hawthorne takes a rather sombre and 
pessimistic view of the question. In 
dwelling upon the criminal instincts of 
the negro, it is evident that his mind 
has been influenced to a large extent 
by the occasional exhibition of negro 
depravity which have appeared from 
time to time, and that what he has mis- 
taken for the rule has“been only*the ex- 
ception. 

Without criticizing the views of Mr. 
Hawthorne, who is a writer of distin- 
guished talent, it may be said that he 
ig less familiar with the negro’s. char- 
acter and habits than are the people of 
the south. Although it is true that the ne- 
gro is not the equal of the white man it 
ig also true that there is much in hisna- 
ture which lends itself readily to educa- 
tion and improvement. 

Sinee the negro is here to stay it 
devolves upon the people of the south to 
respect his legal rights and, as far 
as possible, to lend him a helping hand. 
In spite of the views of Mr. Hawthorne 
to-the contrary, thé two racts have ex- 
isted side by side in the south with 
yery little friction. Under the leadership 
of such meh as Booker T. Washington 
and ovher exponents cf the race there 
is much hope for the negro in this coun- 
try. 

Mr. Hawthorne does this section a 
very great injustice, without intending 
to do so perhaps, when he deals with 
the subject o? lynching in the south as 
ft was a common, every-day occurrance. 
Such an inference is altogether wrong. 
It describes a condition which does 
not exist in this section. If is only 
rare cases that a negro is lynched in the 
south, and when Mr. Hawthorne speaks 
of lynching in the south he simply de- 
scribes what is true of every section 
in which the blood of the Anglo-Saxon 
see rrsageeersiiay The crimes which e¢all 
for lynching are committed by depraved 
brutes, and there is no justice in holding 


the race as a whole responsible for them.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The United States will be represented at 
the approaching international exposition 
to be held at Brussels next year. As com- 
missioners to the exposition Secretary Ol- 
ney has appointed Professor J. H. Gore, of 
Columbia university, Washington, D. C., 
and Thomas Wilson, of the National 
museum. Professor Gore has quite a 
record in the line of exposition work. He 
was United States commissioner at Am- 
sterdam and Antwerp and was also on the 
jury of awards at the world’s fair in Chica- 
go and the exposition in this city. Mr. 
Wilson was formerly consul at Nantes and 
Nice. The commissioners are already 
busily at work trying to induce manu- 
facturérs and producers to make exhibits 
at the exposition. 


Queen Victoria has always been, devout 
in her observance of the Sabbath.

SMOKED OUT.

watch the government’s interests in a case 
of gigantic proportions, where the owner of 
the private car and the auther of the cour- 
tesies extended was the company indebted 
to the government? 

I am not well up in newspaper controver- 
sy, and this is an entirely new venture for 
one who, as a member of the house, thought 
it to be a duty to his fellow members to 
say something in behalf of his colleagues 
who were being daily assailed and unjustly 
criticised by one who now stands convicted 
by his Own admission to having for years 
done the very same thing which he now at- 
tacks others for doing. 

It took a long time to pull the mask off 
this distinguished legislative critic, but now 
that it has been removed, we find his pock- 
ets bulging with free passes and private 
cars, and he says in explanation that he has 
been getting them all along. If he feels 
as he does on the subject does it not strike 
the average reader that there should have 
been a suspension of the acceptance of 
these courtesies during his career as a pub- 
lic official where he had, in one day, more 
to do in the settlement of rairoad claims 
against the government than the whole 
Georgia legislature has with the railroads 
in a full session?

“The time has come when woman has 
demonstrated that she is man’s equal,” 
he went on to say. ‘This bill recognizes 
that fact so far as officeholding is con- 
concerned, but I de not believe in bringing 
them into contact with the evils of bad 
politics and the solicitation of votes, as 
would necessarily the case if they 
were eligible to elective offices, The deserv- 
ing women of Georgia, who are neat, effi- 
cient and competent typewriters, short- 
hand reporters, deserve some consideration, 
Why should not a woman make a good 
county school commissioner, deputy clerk 
of the superior court, deputy ordinary, or 
stenographer of the superior and supreme 
courts? They now do much of the work 
of public officials and, being man’s equal 
in brains and efficiency, why not make 
her eligible to certain offices in the state, 
especially those filled by appointment? The 
bill cannot be termed class legislation, as 
it is general in its provisions. I favor the 
preservation of woman in her womanly 
sphere, but her neatness, efficiency and ca- 
pacity to hold office by appointment should 
be no longer denied her. I have every as- 
surance that the bill will pass.”

Theugh the expenses of the Atlanta post- 
office are less than one-third of its revenue 
the total expenses of the entire postoffice 
departmnt have been far greater than 
the tog! income every year except eight 
in the past sixty years. This shows how 
the Atlanta office compares with the aver- 
age postoffice of the United States. 

Only ten states in the union pay 2 post- 
office revenue into the treasury and they 
are ali eastern states in the richest séec- 
tion of the union. These ten states are 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware and Illinofs. All of the 
other states are run at an expense to the 
government. Of these remaining states 
only seven pay more revenue to the treas- 
ury than does Atlanta alone.

It was generaliy supposed to be 
privileged just as “‘Cap’’ Joyner’s little Wa- 
gon is. 

The jury in the case, in spite ef this or- 
dinance, gave Mrs. Johnstone a verdict, 
and the electric light company promptiy 
notified “Cap’’ Joyner that their repair 
man would not attend fires in the fiiture to 
cut away the live wires Which jeopardize 
the lives of the firemen and the crowds. 

The fire chief accepted thh verdict of the 
company philosophically. He will caution 
his men to be more careful about coming 
in contact with wiresS that fail across the 
street, but further than that he will take 
no action. When asked yesterday if he 
would assign one of his men to cut the 
wires and do the work genérally done by 
the electric light company’s man, he said 
that he would not, as every one of his 
men has as much work as he could 
attend to at fires and could not attend to 
additional duties. He thinks the electric 
light company will suffer as much as any- 
body by the rule just adopted. He says 
their interests are very much at stake and 
Will be greatly damaged if the wires which 
are burned and broken away during fires 
are not promptly repaired.

In 1792 a bold trapper,,more courageous

yention ‘thas often been held here ani it was 
here that the famous deadlock occurred 
in 1892, when Cabaniss, Bartlett and Whit- 
field were the asp‘rants for congressional 
honors. During the present year the state 
sheriffs’ convention was also haid here. 

In 1821. an effort was made by the gcvern- 
ment to secure the control of lands 
in Georgia west of the Ocmulgee. This, 
however, proved of no avail as the Indians 
went to war about'it and refused to cede 
these lands to the government. But, by an 
agreement all partiés met at Indian Spring 
to consider a second treaty in February 
1825. The government sent its represen- 
tatives to the-spring, being protected by 
United States troops, where they were met 
by a large representation of Indians. The 
negotiations were conducted in the tavern 
on February 7, 1825. By this treaty all the 
Indian possessions in Georgia were ceded 
to the whites, and a speedy removal of the 
tribe was arranged for. By this treaty also 
the spring became the property of the state 
and the land thus acquired was laid out in 
lots in 1826, the commonwealth reserving 
ten acres around the spring for the benefit 
of her citizens. 

The act establishing, Butts county wa9 
passed in 1826. The village of Indian Spring 
was incorporated by a special act of the 
legislature in 1837. 

An omnibus line was established between 
Forsyth and the spring, and a daily sched- 
ule was made. Visitors to the spring had 
to come by rail to Barnesville, Griffin, For- 
syth or Covington, and from these places 
by private conveyance to the spring. But 
since that time progress and civilization 
have worked a wonderful change in things, 
and now it is only an Aour’s ride from Ma- 
con to the spring and about the same from 
Atlanta. 

Great improvements hgve been made in 
the past ten years, and Indian Spring now 
ranks as one of the state’s most famous 
resorts. Nothing is left to remind one of the 
red man who inhabited thig territory about 
a century ago. The Wigwam and Calu- 
met (Indian names) are two magnificent ho- 
tels at, the spring. Among other hotels 
located at the spring are the Elder House, 
Varner House, Bryan House and others: A 
dummy line connects [ndian Spring with 
the Flovilla and the Southern railroads. 
Good connections can be made anc the ac- 
commodations are very good. There ts only 
one spring at this place. A great many 
people think there are more than one, and 
it is a very common thing to hear people 
speak of it as Indian Springs. There is 
only one, which was discovered nearly a 
century ago, and which has neyer ceased 
to flow since its discovery.

was the acknowledged leader of the other 
side. The most memorable part of that 
day was the speéch of Judge Johnson, in 
which he was about to carry the whole 
convention .with. him in a storm, An ad- 
journment was moved, and carried, for 
dinner, and Judge Johnson was accorded 
the privilege of continuing after dinner. 
But after dinner, while his speech was ac- 
knowledged to be a masterly effort, it 
was nothing to that part delivered during 
the morning, and it fell flat. In conse- 
quence a secession ordinance was passed. 

“It is said that Judge Johnson ate too 
much and drank too much wine to be the 
man he was before dinner. He became 
easily irritated and lost his temper and 
finally, when the question was put to a 
vote, he lost. His before-dinner. speech is 
said ‘to have been the most convincing and 
logical that was ever delivered in the state, 
and but. for the .adjournment for dinner, 
Georgia might never have seceded.” 

The speech aluded to was not delivered 
in the secession convention, nor was 
Herschel V. Johnson under the influence 
of wine after dinner, nor was General Rob- 
ert Toombs there. Your writer was a del- 
egate from Cass (now Bartow) county, to 
the convention before which the speech in 
question was delivered, and walked up from 
the hotel to the capitol, ‘after dinner,”’ on 
the reassembly of the convention, with 
Herschel V. Johnson, Thomas P. Saffold 
and others, and is familiar with all the 
facts incident to that speech. Your cor- 
respondent does not care to enter upon the 
task of correcting mere political history, 
but does wish to enter a modest protest 
against the charge that his leader, Herschel 
V. Johnson, lost the day by drinking too 
much wine at dinner. To make the desired 
correction intelligibly, it will be necessary 
to recite some of the political history of 
that eventful day. 


“The democratic party assembled in na- 


tional convention in Charleston, 8S. C., in 
the early part of.the summer of 1860 to 
nominate a ticket for president and vice 
president, and after a stormy session on 
the slavery question, “‘bursted up” nearly 
all the delegates from the southern states 
bolting the convention. After this whole- 
sale bolt Ing, the convention adjourned for 
about thirty days (for repairs), to reassem- 
ble in Baltimore to complete its work of 
making nominations for president and vice 
president, and calied upon the democracy 
of the south to send up delegates to the 
Baltimore convention to take the seats va- 
cated by the bolters. This activn of the 
national convention necessarily preci» tated 
upon the democracy of the southern slates, 
whose delegates had bolted, the question of 
indorsing or condemning the co iduat ef the 
bolters. A state convention of the Gemoc- 
racy of Georgia was promptly calleu to con- 
sider the situation and to take siich acticn 
in the premises as they deemed wise. That 
brought squarely before the democracy of 
Georgia the question, “‘shall the bolters be 
sustained or shall they be condemned and 
new delegates be sent up to take the va- 
cated seats?’ The cause of the “dolt’”’ was, 
in substance, and in few words, the refusal 
of the national convention to commit the 
party in its platform to the policy of 
‘forcing the institution of slavery into terri- 
tories where the people of the territories 
did not want:-it.”” The bolters were demand- 
ing a plank in the platform declaring in 
substance that “by force of our federal con- 
stitution and laws the !nstitution cf sly very 
should be reccgnized and protected in the 
territories of this government, whether a 
majority of the people of said territories 
wanted it there or not,’ and when this de- 
mand was rejected the secession element 
all withdrew from the convention. With 
that issue fully and squarely befcre the 
democracy of Georgia the state convention 
of the party was called and met under ex- 
traordinary excitement at Milledgeville in 
midsummer of 1860. General Robert 
Toombs was not there, as stated in The 
Journal, for congress was in session and he 
remained in this seat in the senate. Howell 
Cobb was the leader of the seceasion ele- 
ment in the movement to indorse tne bolters 
and Herschel V. Johnson was the leader of

CUBA’S HEROIC STRUGGLE. 


The Odds Against Which the Patriots 
Are Fighting. 

A writer in The Washington Star gives 
the following interesting facts in regard to 
Cuba: 

“How heroically and against what feerful 
odds the Cuban patriots are maincaining 
their war for independence can only be re- 
alized by a comparison with our own etrug- 
gle with Great Britain. The population of 
the United Colonies during the revolution- 
ary war has been estimated at about 
5,000,000. The present population of Cuba is 
given at about 1,500,000. As at least a half 
million of these are Spaniards, who are 
either non-combatants or are actually as- 
sisting Spain, it will be seen that the pop- 
ulat:on of the colonies in rebeilion against 
Great Britain was about three times the 
present population. of Cuba in rebellion 
against Spain. 

“The following extract from ‘he corre- 
spondence of John Adams, written in De- 
cember, 1809, will be read with interest as 
showing the forces against which our revo- 
lutionary forefathers contended. He says: 

** ‘Great Britain in our revolutionary war 
never had in North America, including tno 
Canadas, at any one time more than five 
and twenty thousand men, During some 
part of the war I thought they had forty

When .Jonas King died in 1858 he left 
nine heir besides his widow. Her dower 
was set aside in the usual manner. His 
eldest son, William A. King, was killed in 
the war and was unmartied, so that his 
share reverted to the surviving heirs. 

Besides the land, which is now made the 
subject of Htigation, King owned nearly 
2,000 acres of land in other portions of the 
county, which was sold and fhe proceeds 
fiistributed among the heirs of the estate.

It is 
estimated that the banks have gained over 
$6,000,000 from the interior movement alone 
during the week. It seems as though the 
interior institutions, which were carrying 
from 530 to #& per cent cash reserves before 
the election, are now unloading their money 
on New York. The great gains which have 
accrued in the last two weeks can be ap- 
reciated only by comparison. On Novem- 
Sar 7th the deposits of the New York banks 
were $438,437,000, the fowest record since 
1898. On November 2ist they were $454,962,- 
000, a gain of $37,858,000 in fourteen days, or 
at the rate of $2,700,000 a day. But the room 
which yet exists for improvement can be 
udged when it is stated that loans now, 
n spite of the recent improvement, are 
still nearly $38,000,000 less than for the same 
week last year. Deposits are $49,(00,000 less, 
but the surplus reserve, which gained 
$5,801,190 during the week, is $9,000,000 in 
excess. The circulation of the banks, as 
might have been expected, is contracting 
from the high figure reached during Oc- 
tober, the decline for the week being $167,- 
200. Heavier decreases may be expected 
from week to week.

Local Review. 

The New York bank statemeat this week 
further reflects the disposition of people to 
return money, which has been hoarded, to 
the channels of trade. The increase in net 
cash during the week is $8,500,000 in round 
numbers, and a further enlargement of sur- 
plus reserve for the next several weeks 
may be expected. Loans have expanded 
$9,500,000 during the week, and the lower tn- 
terest rates prevailing will ynduce more 
free borrowing. 

Stocks and cotton have both been unsat- 
isfactory to holders because of declines, but 
bonds have held their own, the more pop- 
ular issues advancing slightly, but the vol- 
ume of business has not been as great as 
that of last week. 

There are but few items of local interest 
to write. The anncuncement of receivers 
of the Merchants’ bank, that creditors may 
surely rely cn getting their claims fully 
paid off is very gratifying, and there are 
many reasons why every creditor should 
accept the terms offered without hesita- 
tion. 

Southwestern and Georegta raffroad stocks 
have both held firm on decreased transac- 
tions, but will advance further within the 
next week or two. 

The Georgia and Alabama Railway Com- 
pany, successors tothe old Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery, is making a 
phenomenal record in both gross and net 
earnings, and both the first preferred and 
consolidated 5s have advanced sharply. 

Georgia Southern and Florida bonds have 
also sold actively at better prices, and the 
securities of both these companies promise 
to become prime favorites with southern 
investors. 

The second and third preference incomes 
of the Central of Georgia railway are on 
the up turn, and though somewhat specu.

people. The are not employed in 
the cotton mills, I have been told again 
and again that they do well on the planta- 
tions and for rough work, but they are of 
no value in handling machinery. The fac- 
tory labor of the south comes from the 
farms. It is largely made up of what used 
to be called the poor white trash, of people 
who are accustomed to living off of little, 
and who did. not see a $10 bill from one 
year’s end to the other. It was like the 
millennium for these persons to get their 
wages regularly twice a month, and thes 
are happy in their work, although their pay 
is much less than that of the northern la- 
borer, who works fewer hours. They live 
much better now than they did when work- 
ing on their farms. 

Their log cabins have been changed to 
pretty little cottages such as you may see 
by the hundreds scattered around every big 
cotton mill center of the south. They are, 
it seems to me, more happy and better sit- 
uated than the factory operatives of the 
north. They are equally intelligent and the 
mill men tell me. that the supply of labor 
is practically unlimited. 


The Growth of the South. 
In some places the factory employes are 
saving money. Some of the mills have sav- 
ings banks connected with them, and busi-

milling centers, It will, I believe, continue 
to improve, and today there is no part of 
the United States in a better financial con- 
dition than that through which I have been 
traveling. The increase in the money 
thrown into circulation by such means is 
enormovs, In 1880 the south had, in round 
numbers, $257,000,000 invested in different 
kinds of manufacturing. By 1890 the sapital 
stock had increased to $659,000,000. The gain 
during this time was 36 per cent greater in 
the south than in the rest of the country, 
and the increase in wages paid was greater 
than the increase in the capital stock. In 
1880 the factory hands of the south got 
about $76,000,000 in wages, and !n 1890 they 
received more tnan $222,000,000, or just about 
three times as much. At the present t'me 
the south thas in round numbers about five 
tundred cotton mills and the amount of 
money invested in cotton manufacturing is, 
I am told, in the neighborhood of $120,000,- 


000. 
A Visit to a Big Cotton Mill. 

The cotton factories of the south are fit- 
ted out with the finest machinery. They are 
equipped with the latest inventions, and 
everything that will save a cent is bought 
I went through 
the big mill at Spartanburg today. The 
plant cost about $500,000, and it sovers sev- 
eral acres of ground. It has three stories, 
and every bit of it hums with machinery. 
Much of the cotton is brought directly from 
the mill, and in this case, there is no freight 


out the dirt, run through great rollers, 
which separate the little strands cf the lint, 
put them together again and finally leave 
them joined almost into yarn. The cotton 
finally comes from these machinés in a con- 
tinuous web, which looks like cotton bat- 
ting. Handle it now and you will find that 
it is much finer and whiter than whtn it 
was in the bale. It next goes to the carding 
machine, where it is run through wheels, 
or cylinders, covered with wire teeth. These 
teeth are so fine that there are thousands 
of them on a square foot of surface. They 
brush and comb the cotton as it goes 
through them, and it comes out finally in 
the shape of a seemingly endless strand or 
rope of soft yarn. This rope ait the begin- 
ning is bigger around that a man’s thumb, 
It is almost an inch in thickness, but it is 
as soft as down. It passes from these ma- 
chines on through other twisting machines, 
being gradually twisted finer and growing 
smaller and smaller, until it at last is of 
about the size of a fishing line. Feel it now. 
It is still soft. Another strand of the same 
size, which has been reduced from another 
rope, is united with it, and the two are 
twisted and retwisted by machinery until 
they are the size of the finest cotton thread, 

The rope of an inch in thickness is now 
so small that it would thread a needle. 
The fibers have been doubled several hun- 
dred times, and they are now down to the 
strength and size needed for the making of 
cloth. As they come from the machine 
they are rolled upon spindles or long spools 
and are ready for the weaving room. An- 
other set threads are wound upon rollers 
of the width of the cloth. These are to 
make the jong threads of the cloth. The 
spindles are to move in and Out between the 
long threads and make the short threads 
which go across.the piece of cloth. In the 
weaving room there are thousands on thou- 
sands of these spindles flying to and fro, 
back ahd forth, through the cloth. Each 
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_ Other cotton is shipped in from 
the plantations near by, and today a. hay 
part of the cotton used in the sactomes 0 
this company has to be imported.- Let us 
follow one of the cotton bales through the 
factory and see it turned from lint into 
cloth. The bale is first broken open, and 
the cotton is thrown upon an endless chain 
or belt, which carries it up through the 
mill, breaks it up and picks it to pieces. 
It is passed through machines which take 
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loom is attended by a girl or man, and a 
great factory-like din fills the room, Thread 
by thread the great rolls of cloth are turned 
out, but the spindles work #0 fast that 
thousands of yards are woven every day, 
and the ghuttle flies from one side of the 
loom to tthe other about one hundred and 
fifty times every minute. The cloth ‘has to 
be cleaned and smoothed up after it is fin- 
ished. It is then packed up in bales, much 
like cotton, and is shipped to South America 
and Asia, and even to Europe. 

Shipping Cotton. 

It is important in preparing cotton for the 
foreign market that it be put in certain 
kinds of packages. Some of that which 
goes to South America thas to be shipped, so 
that it can be carried over the mountains 
on the backs of mules, and the factories 
find that each country has its own special 
kinds of cloth- and special bundles. We 
study the foreign markets less than any 
other nation, and I am told that our raw 
cotton goes to Europe in worse shape than 
that of any other country. The covering of 
the bales is so coarse that the cotton often 
comes in full of dust, and a percentage has 
often to be deducted for loss. The Indian 
cotton is shipped in well-packed bales, and 
Egypt sends its product out in beautiful 
shape. Our consul at Trieste lately sent to 
the state department pictures of the differ- 
ent cotton bales as they come to the mar- 
kets of Germany. These pictures show that 
the American cotton is the worst packed 


of all. . 
Cotton Seed Oil. 


¥ 


There are cotton seed oil mills now to be 
found in all parts of the south. There is 
one here at Spartanburg run in connec- 
tion with a large cotton gin. Until a few 
years ago the cotton seed went to waste. It 
was burnt up or thrown away as useless. 
Now it is one of the most valuable products 
of the country, and it is estimated that the 
product is worth more than $100,000,000 a 
year. Much of it is used in making oil. 
The seeds are ground up and the oil squeez- 
ed out of them. After this it is refined and 
is used for aM sorts of manufactures. Some 
of it goes inte soap. A large amount is 
used in making »leomargarine and different 
kinds of patent butters, and a large part 
of the salad oil which is sold under the 
name of olive Oil is i ality made from 
cotton seeds, Experts t 
tariff commission in 1881 
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It is said to be better than lard for cooking, 
and, when properly made, it is hard to dis- 
tinguish it from the best olive oil.‘ The oil 
mills are often.run by companies with a 
large capital, and there is already, I am 
told, a cotton seed oil trust. At first the ol] 
was shipped in barrels, but ‘now there are 
tank cars, which carry it from one part of 
the country to another, and not a bit of it 
is allowed to go to waste. 

The refined coyton seed off is worth from 
26 to 28 cents a gallon, while the crude oil 
is worth only about 20 cents. I am told 
thdt the people who use this ofl like it fully 
as well as the olive oil and that the labor- 
ers who are employed in, the oil mills grow 
fat upon it. They no longer bring meat 
with them for their dinners, but put their 
dry bread under the oil. press, where thé 
sweet, warm, fresh oil 
eat it with a relish.

cakes to be used for feeding’ stock and the 


hulls of the seed are of value for manure. 
Today the south is getting more out of its 
cotton crop than ever before. Inventors are 
now working on machines which will take 
the cotton stalks and grind them up into 
fibres to be used in the making of coarse 
cloth, and the day will soon come when 
every atom of a cotton plant, from the bark 
to the seed, will be turned into money.

birds and ostrich feathers, cheap as dirt, 
for the necks of gauzy waists, and black 
and brown chenille bands to imitate the 
dearer furs.

If silk is pre- 
ferred for the black skirt faille, peau de 
soie and moire, which is even more fash- 
jonable than the other silks, can be had 
in very effective grades from 38 cents to 
$1.25 a yard.

BED CHAMBER GYMNASTICS. 


It is probable that in no year since the 
old Greeks trained their daughters in the 


Sal tendency on the part of women as dur- 
ing the past year to avail themselves of 
every opportunity for out-door exercise. 
They have played, golf, cricket and lawn 
tennis as never before, and certainly such 
an army of wheel women as has scouted 
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the country highways and byways this 
summer was never before dreamed of. 
The result is that Hypatia, fresh from her 
books, and the lady of fashion, from her 
golf links, and an expanded chestgirth, a 
normal breathing capacity and evenly de- 
veloped muscles. 

To take the place of out-door exercises 
during the winter months an mirable 
system of athletics has been evolved for 
women along the lines in general use in 
fashionable city gymnasiums and women’s 
colleges, based for the most part on the 
Swedirh system of gymnastics and adapt- 
ed in each case by carefully prepared in- 
structors to individual requirements. 

In a recent president’$ report at Wol- 
lesley, where there is a magnificently equip- 
ped gymnasium for girls, and the course 
made obligatory, it was shown by means 
of statistical diagrams and figures that in 
six months the mean girth of chest of mem- 
bers of the crews had increased one and 
one-half inches. Students who received 
no training—this fs also statistical—enter 


actually lose an appreciable degree of what 
they have in six months. — 

Happily, for a moderate sum, every city 
now affords facilities for private lessons 
and class work fn the most approved sys- 
tems of health-producing gymnastics. The 
course everywhere begins without the use 
of apparatus. Breathing exercises are 
taught, flexing and stretching for the 
body and limbs and all sorts of Imbering 
gymnastics are used for a few weeks to 
get unused muscles into pliable working 
order. 

Figures 1 and 2 illustrate simple but sci- 
entific movements that develop muscles of 
the limbs, hips and waists that are usually 
so inflexible from disuse that even these 
movements at first induce positive pain. 

In figure 2 the leg slowly rises in the per- 
pendicular plane of the body as far as 
possible, where it is held for a few mo- 
ments, and then. slowly falls back by 
weight of the muscles of the legs and hip 
only, to its first position. Each action of 
this set of exercises may be repeated six 
or eight times on each side. These two 
exercises induce extreme strength and flex- 
tbility of the waist and limbs, which means 
a rounding out and a ccmpacter tiber of 
muscle; hence there is no possibility of 
increasing waist and ankle measurements 
unduly. 

In figure $3 the anterior portion of the 
hands and arms, the chest, abdomen and 
the legs are affected. The body takes the 
position shown for a few moments, then 
straightens itself so that it forms a line 
diagonal to that of the arms. It then gen- 
tly falls back into a curved position. The 
top of a bedstead or a mantel will answer 
perfectly as a means for obtaining the po- 
sition. 

Figure 5 fllustrates an extremely useful 
and vigorous movement that affects the 
abdominal muscles, tends to remove vis- 
ceral congestion and to restore the vital 
organs to their natural situation in the 
abdominal cavity; and there is scarcely one 
man or woman in qa hundred whose organs 
have a ‘normal position, thanks to the 
careless habit of sitting and standing, and 
a consequent weakened vitality and protu- 
berant abdomen. Obesity and indigestion 
are equally impossible after a few months 
of this and similar exercises, properly 
taken. The legs are slowly raised and 
lowered by means of the muscles of the 
limbs and abdomen, and without assistance 
from the trunk or arms. Modifications are 
rotary movements of each leg separately, 
and rising in sitting posture, while yet the 
arms remain folded above the head, or bet- 
ter still, over the chest. Nutrition to the 
system at large results as a matter of 
course by the increased flow induced of 
the general circulation. 

None of these exercises require gymna- 
sium apparatus, and hundreds of others are 
provided admirable in design and eifect.

I had much rather rub the wrinkles from 
the brow and beguile the heart of sorrow 
than to talk of politics or speculate upon 
the times. 

Harmony prevails in these parts, the 
merry country parties have begun for the 
winter and the young folks do not intend 
to allow the jelly season disturbed by 4 
discord of complaint. It would have 
done all your hearts gocd to have been 
with me and Brown at Tom Webb's last 
Wednesday night. Long before we arriv- 
ed at the house we could hear the yourg 
folks ringing— 

“Here we go round the rosemary bush. 
Here we go round the rosemary bush, 
Here we go round the rosemary bush, 
Till*early in the morning.” 

Just how the young people can make 
such words ring with such a merry jingle, 
and just why there should every now and 
then be a burst of laughter at these inno- 
cent plays, «ne must attend to see for 
themselves and watch the happy young- 
sters to understand, Seemingly there would 
be nothing in such songs, but I watched 
them as they sarg— 

“It rains and it hails and it’s cold, stormy 
weather, 

Long comes the farmer drinking all the 
cider; 

Oats for to reap and who will be the 
binder, : 

Lost my true love, but right here I find 
her.”’ 

While this is being sung the young peo- 
ple are marching in couples round and 
round, and at the end of the verse there !{s 
a general scramble, for they all change 
partners, and, I expect, every young rascal 
tries to make the last girl think that he Is 
mighty glad of the change. Anyhow, one 
play after another is introduced till late 
in the night, when supper is announced 
and then takes place a scene of lively 
bustle and merriment. Nothing formal is 
thought of at these parties, but when sup- 
per comes the young folks go to the table 
in couples and the meal is generally gone 
through with standing, every one waiting 
upon themselves. Pies, custards, cakes, 
meats and everything produced on a Geor- 


more cheerful meal was never witnessed 
than a good old-fashioned supper at a coun- 
try “surprise party.’’ 
Brown and I were at home at Tom 
Webb’s, and we made pretty good use of 
our time there. Of course Brown eat, 
principally, but I enjoyed myself best 
in looking around and about me. The old 
kitchen where we ate smacked so much 
of “fore de war” that a flood of 
the sweetest memories welled up 
in my heart to make the occasion doubly 
pleasant. The old fireplace runs nearly 
across one whole end of the house, and 
I raised my hat to the old “hat rack” that 
still hangs ‘there. A big log heap fire 
burned to warm the room, and they chunk- 
ed the lightwood just as they used to. 
Stuffed sausage hung drying above the 
fireplace, and I knew that somewhere near 
was a jar of good cracklings and souse 
meat. Around on the walls of the old 
kitchen hangs string after string of red 
pepper—long pods, round pods, red pods 
and yellow pods. Catnip and sage could be 
smelt Over in a corner, and pretty peafowl 
tails broucht up memories as sweet as 
childho: and as lasting as life. Such 
memorf’s welied as caused me to almost 
see the whitewashed cabins of ‘’fore de 
war,’ rows of fodder stacks around the 
old lots, and I listened for tthe squeak of 
the old-fashioned screws. I wish that all 
the people everywhere could go out ‘and 
enjoy a Georgia country party, and at a 
good, old-fashioned home, among ‘the old- 
time people. ‘ 
Next to these country parties I put the 
corn shuckings as places of pleasure. We 
have missed all the shuckings this year, 
but a most tender memory lingers around 
our hearts of those we have attended in 
the past, and the world could be but the 
better if all knew them as we have known 
them. The anticipation of the old-time 
shuckings took all the labor out of gath- 
ering corn in those days—it was a frolic 
to gather, for we knew a good time was 
near. Never a farmer threw his corn in 
the crib in those days. but a big pile in the 
lot whetted our desires as it grew and 
relieved of all the pinches of cold or the 
dread of labor. As the corn pile grew the 
pigs and turkeys and chickens fattened, 
till at last the settlement, white and black, 
would gather, and a joyful time was had. 
I have seen, at an old time shucking, a 
pile of 3,000 bushels of corn shucked and 
put in the cribs in one day and night, and 
there was not a tired person in the crowd, 
for there was always enough of fun and 
frolic and songs and dances to keep the 
crowd lively and forgetful of labor. 
Thse old shuckings are things of the 
past, but the generations to come will nev- 
er feast on melodies as sweet, on sports as 
harmless, nor on a crowd so happy as the 
crowds of a shucking before the war. 
Many has been the night I have sit and 
listened ‘to these crowds upon their way. 
They gathered from every direction to meet 
at the corn pile. Each crowd was sure to 
have a leader—or ‘‘caller’’—and from across 
the fields in every direction would come 
the sound of their songs as they wended 
their way. The young masters accompa- 
nied the negroes, but there was a liberty 
of action till I doubt if ever a negro has 
felt so grand or so free as they have felt 
on their way to and around the corn pile 
at an old time shucking of ‘’fore de war.” 
The songs they sang are a memory and 
as sweet as a dream to the old who yet 
survive. I*rom across the field to the north 
would come in most plaintive tones: 
Old massa give me holiday: 
He says he'll give me more; 
I thanked him very kindly 
As I shoved my boat from shore. 
Oh, my dearest May, 
You're lovely as the day— 
Your eyes so bright, 
Then shine at night 
When the moon has gone away. 
Directly, if we were listening as 1 
have often listened, you would hear the big 
chain lumber in the bottom of the old flat 
at the ferry, and, as they would push away 
from shore and the ferryman began to pull 
for the other side, you could hear fifty 
voices join in chorus:

IN THE OLD COLISEUM. 


A Number of Tambs Discovered 
Among the Ruins. 
From The New York Independent. 

The excavations which have been carried 
on of late around the Coliseum at Rome 
for the purpose of giving a more complete 
view of the best preserved side of the am- 
phitheater have brought to ight a number 
of interesting points. These excavations 
were started on the square opposite the 
street leading to St. John Lateran, and 
were continued along a zone, about thirty 
meters wide, around the entire monu- 
ment, up to the beginning of the new Via 
del Serpenti. The ancient pavement of 
travertine, which surrounded the amphi- 
theater, was found at a depth of four and 
a half meters below the present level. 
This subsidiary zone of the monument 
measured 17.6 meters in width. Along the 
edge of this pavement the ordinary street 
pavement began, made of large polyxonal 
blocks of basaltic lava. The paving blocks 
were in part wanting, as the ancient pave- 
ment was mostly destroyed in 1882, when 
water conduits were put tn and the width 
of the pavement could, therefore, not be 
exactly determined, but it was followed 
to a width of ten meters. Thespace which 
surrounded the amphitheater was limited 
legally by terminal cippi, or boundary 
stones, placed between the area of traver- 
tine and the pavement of the public street. 
Five or six of these cippi-were preserved 
in their original position, on the eastern 
side of the monument, owing to the fact 
that they were incased in the foundations 
of the ancient church of St. Giacomo di 
Coliseo, demolished in 18%. The cippi are 
of travertine, and terminate in a semi- 
circle. 

Throughout this entire surrounding 
area of the Coliseum Christian tombs of 
different periods were discovered. They 
are placed at various levels, some being on 
a level of the ancient road of the amphi- 
theater, others on a higher level, and a 
number as high as two meters from tke 
roadbed. It seems probable that the ma- 
jority of these tombs were connected with 
the church which stood on this site, end 
of which no traces remain. These tombs 
are built of tiles and covered by caps; 
some of the tiles were stamped wnd came 
from ancient buildings which had been de- 
stroyed., 

One of the latest tombs, belonging to @ 
group on the highest level, dates evident- 
ly from the seventh century, judging from 
an inscription engraved on a marble slab 
on the front of the tomb. This inscription 
closes with a formula of imprecation, 
menacing the violator of the tomb with 
the punishment of Judas, and this very 
imprecation is found in a number of in- 
scriptions of the seventh century, with 
several changes in the wording of it. In 
earlier inscriptions of the fifth and sixth 
centuries the prayer that the tomb he not 
violated is never followed by any impre- 
cation. At the point where the large group 
of these tombs was found there was dis- 
covered, in the foundations of the hole, a 
large rectangular mass of travertine, pre- 
serving a portion of its plaster coating, on 
which was a fragment of fresco belonging 
to about the eighth century. The fresco 
represents two saints with circular nim- 
bus and robed in long tunics which are 
decorated with Greek crosses. Each figure 
holds his right hand raised to his breast; 
the one on the right holds a crown, the 
other an open book.
